This building is situated in a predominantly mining and industrial 
district, so precautions had to be taken against possible future 
subsidence. The result is a rigid structure bearing on the ground 
at a limited number of points, with facilities provided for re- 
levelling the building by hydraulic jacks. The ground floor slab is 
not suspended as is the moving superstructure. 

To keep the load on the foundation beam as light as possible, 
Jonwindows Curtain Walling was chosen for the external cladding.

Another difficulty is that the 4-storey teaching block is actually 
two buildings entirely separated by a 3” structural break and 
which could move either towards or away from each other in the 
event of subsidence. Curtain walling was even used at this break, 
a weathered sliding joint in pressed metal trims (a breather joint) 
being designed to allow for movement—and this joint had to be 
incorporated wherever the break line was crossed by the curtain 
walling; in fact it was required in blind boxes, cills, etc., as well, 
for they had been made firm fixtures to the hanging curtain 

These are but two examples of the difficulties which had to be 
overcome in one particular job, but Jonwindows Curtain Walling 
has been developed through such work as this.

Looking Ahead 


PROPHECY, a risky business at the best of times, is 
particularly so to-day, with ‘science’ on the march as 
never before, and he would be rash who attempted to 
forecast living conditions a hundred years hence. MR. 
BUCKMINSTER FULLER looks forward confidently to the 
time when vast cities will shelter safely under his great 
air-conditioned geodesic domes; while the nuclear physi- 
cists, smiling indulgently at such old-fashioned ideas, 
prepare to control the climate and temperature of the 
whole globe, thus making sunbathing as customary at the 
North Pole as on the Riviera. 

Setting their sights rather lower, MR. A. L. STRACHAN, a 
surveyor, and MR. J. M. AUSTIN-SMITH, an architect, in 
papers read recently before, respectively, the Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors and the Royal Society of 
Health (reports begin on page 733) endeavoured to fore- 
cast developments in housing, town planning and domestic 
conditions during the next sixty years on the basis of 
present trends. 

The considerations affecting the future of the home are 
numerous and complex; they include such factors as the 
number of married women who go out to work, the great 
increase in car ownership (a garage for every house is now 
essential, with recommendation for two cars in better- 
class property), television, more and more labour-saving 
domestic equipment, whole-house heating, with nuclear 
energy for high-density housing (both lecturers seemed 
to envisage the eventual disappearance of solid-fuel 
appliances), more economic planning as a result of the 


high cost of land and building, the need to vary domestic 
accommodation by partitioning to suit the changing 
requirements of the occupants, and so forth. These factors 
and others must be carefully taken account of by all who 
wish to provide houses capable of keeping pace with 
progress, so far as it can be foreseen, and at the same 
time close touch will need to be kept with all sound 
developments in building materials and techniques. 

As to the variety of homes to be provided, present 
preferences appear to be, first, a detached house, then 
a semi-detached, then a house at the end of a terrace, 
and finally any terrace house rather than a maisonette 
or a flat, though for a variety of reasons much accom- 
modation must inevitably be provided in the form of 
flats, and many of our fellow-citizens will have to reconcile 
themselves to living in them. Incidentally, a good case

and is found in good development already. 

If there is nothing startling about any of these sug- 
gestions, they at least provide a rational basis to work 
on, and it is along some such lines, no doubt, that pro- 
gress is likely to be made in the foreseeable future. And 
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though it is right to look ahead intelligently it is also 
desirable to look back and to take account of the facts 
that there are still over 739,000 households in this country 
which have no piped water; over 294,000 without a cook- 
ing stove; and over 44m. without a bath. 


Direct Labour Analysed 


*““ THE WARNING FROM MANCHESTER” should be compul- 
sory reading for every City Councillor.’ So MR. I. ERNEST 
JONES concludes his critical analysis of building by direct 
labour,* a summary of which we published last week. By 
all accounts, the experience of the citizens and ratepayers 
of Manchester was unfortunate. ‘The deliberate falsifi- 
cation of prime records . . . actions, tantamount to 
forgery ’ . are, as Ernest Jones points out, strange 
statements to find in a report presented to a City Council 
with reference to its own staff. Moreover, the extra costs 
involved seem to have been quite prohibitive. ‘A total 
of 183 tenders were received for painting 14 Manchester 
schools, but the direct works department, which tendered 
for each one, quoted the lowest figure in one case only. 
If all the work had been given to private contractors the 
cost would have been £9,940. The work was done by the 
direct works department for £14,900, exactly 50 per cent 
more. Despite this experience, the City Council decided 
to approve a recommendation that another £30,000 worth 
of school painting should be given to the department.’ 
The Appendix shows that other authorities have experi- 
enced difficulties over their direct labour departments. 

This, in itself, is pretty conclusive evidence against the 
too widespread adoption of the direct labour principle. 
But, with characteristic thoroughness, the author follows 
it up by listing the faults peculiar to it—the lack of any 
form of legal agreement relating to the execution of the 
work, and the consequent absence of any real control over 
its cost; the ineffectiveness in practice of the safeguards 
provided by Government controls and legislation; the lack 
of suitable administrative and supervisory staff; the 
absence of any compelling incentive to economy and effi- 
ciency in construction; and so on. He might also have 
added that the 1954 Census of Production for building 
and contracting reveals that net output per person 
employed by the larger building and contracting firms 
amounted to over £654 per annum compared with £485 
per direct employee of Government Departments and 
£471 per direct employee of the larger local authorities. 
To be fair, it must be mentioned that a large proportion 
of direct labour work is concerned with maintenance and 
repairs. But the inevitable conclusion is that the system 
of contracting with reputable building firms provides in 
general a more business-like method of carrying out build- 
ing work. And, let us be frank, it lessens the danger 
that the industry may one day be nationalised, by doors 
back or front. 

Even so, a case can be made out for direct labour in 
certain circumstances. It is not a valid argument, as 
Ernest Jones himself acknowledges, that every direct 
labour department is necessarily corrupt or inefficient. To 
abrogate the principle altogether would amount to an 
attack on the whole concept of freedom as applied to 
employer/employee relations. Direct building labour is 
not confined to public authorities; a number of major 
industrial concerns employ building workers on their 
staffs. This, and the fact that the number of building 
operatives employed directly by public authorities has, in 
fact, increased during a Conservative administration, is 
possibly an indication that the system is not wholly bad.

The question is, therefore, when and how direct labour 
organisations should operate. Primarily, it seems, they 
should limit themselves to jobs like day-to-day mainten- 
ance and repairs. It is the intrusion of direct labour 
departments into the spheres of new construction and 
major alterations that really gives concern. If all local 
authorities could be persuaded to follow the advice of 
successive governments, and of the Working Party on 
Building, and only allow direct labour tendering in com- 
petition with contractors at the same time and under 
identical conditions, all might be well, even here. Neither 
party can complain if both are subject to this acid test: 
the strength of the industry’s defence would then depend 
entirely on its own efficiency. But, in practice, as Ernest 
Jones evinces, local councils rarely abide by these ‘ rules.’ 
An official re-statement might, therefore, do a power of 
good. Within definitely prescribed limits, direct labour 
departments may fulfil a useful function. The danger 
arises when, through the operation of Parkinson’s law 
or otherwise, they extend their activities, unhindered and 
unchecked, into spheres for which they are neither 
properly equipped nor staffed. If ‘The Warning from 
Manchester’ stimulates thinking along these lines, even 
that unfortunate experience may yet be proved worthwhile.

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WHEN a prop of Conservatism such as the 
‘Daily Telegraph’ takes the Conservative 
Party to task for complacency in the 
matter of the Scarborough conference, 
the ordinary man can safely assume that 
this annual rally and Guy Fawkes night 
had little in common.

ing him to do what had already been 
done. 

All who are _ not 
materialism must applaud the Minister 
for his determination to preserve the 
green belts of England from building en- 
croachment, but they find somewhat 
Canute-like the fact that he throws back 
on local authorities the main duty ‘of 
seeing that adequate land is available 
elsewhere. . . - I shall see that local 
authorities are allocated enough land 
amply to meet requirements, though I 
cannot promise that it will be in pre- 
cisely those places where people would 
most like to live. They may be just those 
places we ought to keep free from build 
ing.’ Where is this land? House-builders 
would like to know.

RAY OF HOPE at Scar 
borough was a hint from the Minister 
that the country would have to accept 
higher densities in future in the suburbs 
and the towns within range of the big 
cities, and that this would involve build- 
ing tall flats in places. But where? The 
two-storeyed houses of which the Minis- 
ter spoke are mostly in the twilight areas 
of the cities, and plans for comprehensive 
re-development (such as the LCC, among 
other authorities, are engaging in) in- 
volve rehousing of displaced tenants. 
Since small-scale works are costly, some 
form of co-partnership between housing 
authorities and private builders is called 
for. This is just the kind of question 
that an inquiry into land use could pose 
and perhaps answer. In refusing this 
reasonable demand, which has the sup- 
port of every house-builder, Mr. Brooke 
is exacerbating a situation which pro- 
duces time-wasting, costly appeals which 
increasingly end, in current experience, 
in his overruling decisions by his inspec- 
tors aimed at preventing the nibbling at 
the green belts. It is time that ad hoc 
rulings gave way to a concerted plan 
based on a full-scale review.

LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL, in January of 
this year, were faced with a problem of 
securing 32,000 sq. ft. of additional 
office accommodation before the end of 
1960. A site was available in Adding 
ton-street and the General Division of 
the LCC’s Superintending Architect pre 
pared preliminary schemes. 

Negotiations with A. H. Anderson 
Ltd. commenced on January 27, to 
produce a fully detailed scheme for a 
4-storey building based on their patent 
structural system, A75. The contract 
was awarded on March 17 on the basis 
of a fixed lump sum tender, demolitions 
commenced at once and on April 24 
piling operations were begun. On May 
25 erection of the superstructure com 
menced, and by October 3 two-fifths of 
the building were completed for occupa 
tion The entire project is due for 
completion in November. 

A75, which is based on a 6 ft. 3 in 
module, was developed originally as an 
all timber structure for single and two 
storey buildings. The more recent 
development, at Addington-street, 
utilises light steel structural members 


with precast concrete floors and roof,

Housing: Planning for Future Needs 


A Surveyor and an Architect Look Ahead 


The possible effects of present trends in the design of housing estates and 
the developments in house design and equipment arising from the changing 
pattern of living were usefully explored in two recent addresses, one at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors by Mr. A. L. Strachan, B.Sc, FRICS, 
on October 10, and the other at the Royal Society of Health, by Mr. J. M.

The Changing Pattern 
of Living 


IN THE COURSE of his paper on this sub- 
ject MR. STRACHAN Said: There begins 
to emerge an acceptance of more concen- 
trated living—not in my view because the 
average person prefers to live closer and 
closer to his fellow men, but because he 
accepts that there are other matters of 
equal or greater importance. The plot 
of land which some years ago cost £400 
now costs £1,000, so the prospective pur- 
chaser, whose available capital depends 
upon the amount which the building 
society is prepared to lend, contents him- 
self with a smaller plot. The cost of build- 
ing has risen so that there is an emphasis 
on planning to economise in living space. 
Other tendencies are at work to change 
the pattern of living. At the lower end 
of the social scale more and more families 
possess their own motor car. In new 
towns we Started in the late nineteen 
forties by providing garages for 14 per 
cent of houses. Now that figure is closer 
to 50 per cent with space for nearly 100 
per cent. 


Segregation of Traffic 


One solution to the car problem which 
has been developed since its introduction 
into this country for low cost housing in 
1954/55 and which, I think, will be 
developed still further in the future, is 
the segregation of pedestrian and wheeled 
traffic instead of the traditional method 
by which all vehicular access is to the 
front of the house. The _ principle 
employed is to provide footpath access 
only to the front of the house, all vehicu- 
lar access by trade vehicles being to the 
rear where private garages are sited and 
where clear naming and numbering is 
essential. The occupier of a house after 
garaging his car would normally use the 
rear access, but visitors by car, park in 
specially provided car parks placed at 
strategic points on the estate and then 
go by foot to the front door of the house 
they are visiting. By not having to utilise 
frontage for the provision of garages a 
high density is maintained and, by com 
bining access to garages with vehicular 
access, costs of development are kept 
within reasonable bounds. 

The adoption of rear access develop- 
ment will alter the two-storey terrace 
house plan which in low cost housing of 
recent years has involved the provision 
of storage space for fuel and refuse at the 
front, often resulting in wasteful planning 
and unsightly elevations. By providing 
service access at the rear of the house, 
storage space for bicycles, garden tools, 
fuel and refuse can be accommodated in a 


From these we 


store at the end of the garden having a 
party wall with the garage. 

A further trend in the design of houses, 
which I think will be developed increas- 
ingly in the future, is the three-storey 
terrace house. This is not a retrograde 
step, a reversion to Victorian planning as 
some people suggest, but arises again 
from the need to maintain and perhaps 
increase residential density while at the 
same time providing one garage per 
house. Examples of three-storey hous- 
ing may already be seen in modern 
developments of both high and low cost 
housing. They differ from the Victorian 
three-storey house in that the ground 
floor is partially occupied by a garage. 
To take a typical three-storey house 
which has been erected at Basildon, 
within a frontage of 17 feet 5 inches, 
there is on the ground floor a garage, a 
dining-kitchen, fuel store, dustbin cup- 
board, outside store and we. On the first 
floor there is a living-room along the back 
of the house, a combined bathroom and 
we, and a bedroom, while on the top floor 
there are three bedrooms; the whole 
house containing about 1,100 square feet 
of floor space excluding the garage. 

It should be remembered why this 
design has emerged, and that it is a four- 
bedroomed house and garage within a 
frontage of 17 feet 5 inches costing about 
£2,250. In my view, the house would be 
improved if the kitchen and dining-room 
or dining space were planned on the first 
floor leaving the ground floor for garage, 
cloakroom, utility room, fuel and refuse 
store, providing in effect a maisonette 
over a garage and storage space. 

If the increase in prosperity during the 
past decade and the rise in the standard 
of living continues it is to be expected 
that refrigerators, washing machines, spin 
dryers, and the like will be developed and 
more labour-saving devices will be put 
on the market to reduce work in the 
kitchen. Already, however, the more ex- 
tended use of these devices amongst 
people occupying houses built to 
minimum standards is showing the 
kitchens of the past decade to be inade- 
quate and, if a similar development is to 
be anticipated in the next ten years, more 
attention will have to be paid to the lay- 
out, design, and size of the kitchen. 


Compactness of Planning 


What are the trends in better class 
speculative development? First, the 
lounge which is the most important room 
in the house must be light, comfortable 
and commodious—with a house in the 
five- to six-thousand pound class I sug- 
gest at least 240 square feet. The ten- 
dency is for the dining-room to be rela- 


tively small. People who buy this type 
of house today do not normally entertain 
more than eight people to dinner and 
modern furniture is designed accordingly. 
It is very convenient, however, if the 
dining-room adjoins the lounge and is 
either connected by a door or doors, or 
separated by one of the patent narrow- 
leaf folding screens so that when a party 
is given for a larger number of people 
the two rooms can be used as one. 
Business and professional men require a 
study; or a room of the same size may be 
needed as a television room. All this 
points to the necessity for a third room 
on the ground floor. The emphasis I 
think should be on flexibility. Some re- 
cent plans of speculative development 
which have come before me had an in- 
genious plan in which by the use of fold- 
ing screens the study, lounge and dining- 
room could all, if need be, be thrown 
together to make an ‘L’ shaped room 
25 feet across the width of the house, the 
overall floor space on two floors for a 
four-bedroom house being only 1,100 
square feet. Contrary to what I am 
advocating, however, it is my experience 
that the traditional double-fronted house 
with entrance porch and entrance hall in 
the centre, the lounge running from front 
to back on one side of the hall, the 
dining-room and kitchen being sited on 
the other side of the hall, and the stair- 
case rising from the end of the hall via 
a half-landing to the floor above, is still 
very popular. 


Heating 


It is within the sphere of central heat- 
ing that I think some of the greatest 
changes may occur and I think emphasis 
in the future will be on gas and electric 
central heating systems as opposed to 
solid fuel boilers with radiators. By gas 
I mean gas-fired, selective space-heating 
units incorporating warm air outlet 
grilles at skirting levels with thermo- 
static control; and by electric central 
heating I mean underfloor electric heat- 
ing in the ground floor, thermostatically 
controlled, with electricity taken at the 
off-peak period. In the new town with 
which I am concerned a speculative deve- 
loper building 300 houses selling for be- 
tween £2,750 to £3,800 has put underfloor 
electric heating in about 75 per cent. of 
the houses. The results support my view. 
Details of costs over a long period are 
not available but it seems that to main- 
tain an internal temperature of 55° F. 
during an eight-month heating season in 
a house with just over 1,000 square feet 
of floor space costs about £35. 

Whereas flat life is accepted and indeed 
preferred in certain European countries, 
I do not think that it will ever be popu- 
lar with the average family in this coun- 
try who want first and foremost a house 
and garden. While the family flat is 
inevitable in the large cities for reasons 
other than the preference of tenants, I 
do not think that it should or will play 
a large part in development or re-develop- 





ment elsewhere. Rather will the empha- 
sis be on higher density two- and three- 
storey housing of the type that I have des- 
cribed, and maisonettes. 

With the development of constructional 
methods which have made the tower 
block of flats an economical proposition, 
progress in space heating by gas and elec- 
tricity, and the mechanical disposal of 
refuse, the one- and two-bedroom flat in 
such a block, with wide views over town 
and country, and a lift into a basement 


garage, can be an attractive proposition 
to single people, childless couples, both 
of whom go out to work, and elderly 
people who no longer wish to shoulder 
the responsibilities of a house. This then 
is the trend of development now and in 
the future, and where family flats are 
essential, it is better that they should take 
the form of tower blocks so that sufficient 
open space can be provided in which the 
children can play and to ensure adequate 
light and air to the building. 


The Effect of Present Trends 


MR. J. M. AUSTIN-SMITH in the course of 
his address said: A sub-committee of the 
Central Housing Advisory Committee is 
at the moment collecting evidence on 
Housing Standards. The purpose of this 
paper is not to attempt to forecast the 
findings of this sub-committee nor to put 
forward detailed suggestions for altera- 
tions in housing standards, but to con- 
sider the broad trends, which any review 
of housing standards ought to take into 
account. 

There is a great danger of approaching 
the whole question of reviewing housing 
standards largely in conformity with 
existing practice: It is to be hoped that 
the sub-committee will not fall into this 
trap, although the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, in their reply to the 
sub-committee’s questionnaire, say that 
they feel in many cases the questions have 
been framed in terms which suggest that 
this is so. It is most important that hous- 
ing standards should be flexible enough 
to permit completely mew design 
approaches. 


The Next 60 Years 


Houses that will be built within the 
next few years in conformity with new 
housing standards will have a life of at 
least 60 years. This fact viewed in terms 
of strength of brickwork or damp-proof 
courses is not a matter for great con- 
cern. Viewed however in terms of 
the changes that are likely to take place 
in the way and standard of living during 
the next 60 years, it is to say the least, 
most alarming. It is only necessary to 
consider in the broadest terms the changes 
that have happened in the last 60 years 
to realise that there is a great danger that 
a house built today will in 60 years’ time 
be as old-fashioned as a house built in 
1900 is today. This danger will be a cer- 
tainty unless the problem of reviewing 
housing standards is tackled by analysing 
the needs and requirements of people in 
the light of existing trends. 

The problem of layout, and, more im- 
portant, environment, is clearly one of the 
major problems of the future. In addi- 
tion to providing the facilities of garag- 
ing and pedestrian segregation, the need 
for play spaces will increase in impor- 
tance as the trend of women going out 
to work increases. Supervised nursery 
facilities and play spaces will be essen- 
tial, as well as differing types of play- 
grounds and communal open space for 
differing age groups. We have much to 
learn in this field and the Scandinavian 
examples merit careful study. 

A vital factor in providing the right 


type of environment is adequate privacy. 
The proper functioning of small private 
gardens, courts and patios is essential. 
There are strong indications that the 
traditional back garden is not the only 
solution, and that much smaller and en- 
closed areas are not only adequate but in 
some cases better. With this concept 
goes the need for improved landscape 
treatment. 

The factor which has the biggest 
influence on environment is density. High 
density is not synonymous with over- 
crowding. The shortage of land for hous- 
ing is now well known and has led the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment to issue Circular No. 37/60. This 
circular marks a most significant change 
in official policy as regards density, for 
it urges authorities to redevelop old low 
density areas at higher densities. This 
is completely contrary to what is happen- 
ing at the moment. In an analysis, by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, of development plans submitted to 
them, the general trend is always 
towards the reduction of residential den- 
sities, and even where densities are low, 
they tend to become lower. 

It is very doubtful indeed whether 
people really like to be spread out in 
low density suburban sprawl. Densities 
will be higher than previously, but the 
additional amenities required will take 
up a large amount of space and will tend 
to keep gross density down, though still 
higher than at present, but the net density 
will have to rise considerably. An 
average overall present-day density with- 
out these additional amenities is prob- 
ably 40 persons per acre. This will need 
to rise to about 70 persons per acre in- 
cluding all the additional amenities. 

It is highly likely that the traditional 
street and plot pattern of development 
will disappear, and instead layouts such 
as Paradise Row at Henley on Thames, 
or the LCC Angrave-street Estate, or 
Housing Development by Prof. Sir Leslie 
Martin and Colin St. John Wilson will 
take their place. Some of these layouts 
will require considerable changes in by- 
laws concerning space around buildings. 
Most important is that the type of house 
that fits into such a concept will be radi- 
cally different from present-day types. 


House Heating 


Probably the greatest influence will be 
whole-house heating. By far the simplest 
form of power is electricity and although 
there is a long way to go yet in improving 
under-floor heating and other methods of 
storage heating, it seems difficult not to 
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believe that in the long run this must be 
the simplest way of providing at least the 
overall background heating for the whole 
house. Another intriguing use of elec- 
tricity for heating is in the form of the 
electric blanket, both to keep people 
warm in bed and in the form of an under- 
lay under the carpet. 

It seems unlikely that in the foresee- 
able future nuclear energy will be avail 
able in small enough units for each house 
to have its own nuclear boiler, mainly 
because of the radiation hazards. It is, 
however, much more likely that in centres 
of towns where there are areas of high 
density housing there will be a use for 
nuclear power plants. 

There will be an increased use of 
specialised electrical equipment. The 
electric toaster, washing machines (both 
clothes and crockery), cookers and 
refrigerators, are obvious present day 
examples. Cheap and simple timing 
equipment has just arrived and will be 
increasingly used to simplify the running 
and working of the house. The cleaning 
of the air and the killing of insects by 
electrostatic means is not far off. 

Television has brought with it prob 
lems in planning the home. Primarily it 
has highlighted the need for privacy, the 
ability to get away from it and do some 
thing else. Herein lies the fundamental 
problem of future house planning. On 
the one hand there is the need to provide 
more equipment and better standards of 
heating and other installations, together 
with the need for more space to enable a 
greater variety of activities to be carried 
out. On the other hand there is the 
necessity of keeping costs down to reason- 
able levels, to build more but smaller 
units in areas of high density where large 
houses anyway would not be feasible. The 
two factors just do not equate. 


Multi-use of Space 


The way out of this dilemma can only 
be found in the multi-use of space, or in 
other words, the more economical use of 


space. The broad lines upon which the 
plans of homes will develop begin to 
emerge, and with it the flexibility neces- 
sary in any set of minimum standards to 
enable progress to be made. 

The Minister of Housing has himself 
said that with the increasing cost of land, 
there will be less to spend on the house 
If to the cost of land is also added the 
increased cost of installations and equip 
ment, it becomes patently obvious that 
merely to demand higher snace standards 
as a cure-all is to say the least unrealistic. 
The task is to provide better facilities and 
more usable space in less overall space. 

This will require an enormous amount 
of research work and analysis and the 
courageous application of results. The 
knowledge required to undertake this 
work is more than one person can possess, 
and will demand a team approach, con 
sisting probably of sociologists, physicists 
and architects. Their work must be based 
on a study of needs and requirements in 
the light of trends and not on opinions. 
New building materials and new tech- 
nologies, as well as new building tech 
niques will call for the co-operation of

IN MAY OF THIS YEAR Mr. Jack Cotton made to The Zoological 
Society of London a munificent gift of £250,000 to be spent 
on the redevelopment of the canal banks and the western 
section of the middle gardens, i.e. the area between the 
outer circle and the canal. The landscaping of the area, 
including the terracing and the design of the animal quarters 
on the canal banks, has been undertaken by Mr. Peter 
Shepheard of Bridgwater and Shepheard; the reconstruction 
of the giraffe house by the Society’s architect, Mr. F. A. P. 
Stengelhofen; and Sir Hugh Casson, Neville Conder & 
Partners have designed the new bridge which will be built 
across the canal 

The work is scheduled to begin almost immediately, the 
first stage being the complete renovation of the giraffe house 
ind the rebuilding of the two existing wings. The giraffe 
house was designed by Decimus Burton and built in 1836

It is one of the original houses of the zoo and is scheduled 
as a building of historic and architectural importance. While 
the accommodation for the animals will be improved and 
modernised, the external architecture will be retained. Con 
sulting engineers for this portion are R. T. James & Partners. 
The wings have to be completely rebuilt and two new animal 
houses added. These houses, symmetrically placed on each 
side of the giraffe house, are buildings with a modest exterior 
subordinated to the giraffe house, but inside they will contain 
a dramatic display of the larger mammals, camels, bison, 
yaks, zebras, etc. The public will stand in a dark central 
space looking into raised dens lit by concealed windows above 
the public space. A completely new feature will be the 
moated paddocks which will surround the buildings, so that 
visitors will see the animals with no intervening fence or 
bars to mask the view. 
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plan of the improvement scheme 


Houses for deer and antelopes will be built along the south 
bank of the canal, and the eastern part of the north bank. 
These houses will be built partially under the walk which 
runs along the top of the canal] banks and partially project 
ing on to the canal paddocks. The walk and the paddocks 
form ‘two terraces, the latter nine feet below the former, 
separated by a retaining wall. The buildings appear as 
projections of this wall, in which there are cave-like entrances 
for the animals. The high boundary fences along the canal 
will be demolished and the canal will be included in the 
general landscaping of the gardens. Assistant architect on 
this work is Margaret Maxwell, BArch, ARIBA; consulting 
engineer: F. J. Samuely & Partners. 

The bridge is intended to improve communication between 
the north entrance and the middle and the south gardens. 
The double footway designed through the zoo may allow one 


way traffic only on each side during congested periods. The 
central staircases communicate with the new watergate on the 
canal and the new terraces formed on the banks as part of 
the general landscaping. 

The construction is of concrete on bored pile foundations. 
The two cantilevered sides are 56 ft. long and are of ‘ in situ’ 
concrete and the suspended centre section 42 ft. long will 
be precast in sections and post tensioned. The centre section 
will either be launched from one side or floated into position 
yn a barge. 

All structural concrete is bushhammered with a dark blue 
shap aggregate and a darkened cement. The precast balus 
trade has an exposed aggregate finish of white Derby Spar 
and an oiled teak handrail. The deck finish is tarmac. 
Associate architect for the bridge is Frank Shaw. Consulting 
engineer: Stephen Revesz.

‘Competition by Tender’; Knots in Timber; Direct Labour at 
Aylesbury ; The Deadly Stiletto 


sir,—-The RIBA statement on * Competi- 
tion by Tender ’ is not intended to say the 
last word on this subject. We do not 
pretend that the RIBA has found the per- 
fect solutions to some very difficult prob- 
lems, and we hope that as we gather more 
experience and discuss this question with 
local authorities and others concerned, 
better procedures will emerge. 

It does seem to me, however, that the 
leading article ‘The Province of Archi- 
tecture’ in ‘The Builder’ of October 7 
is based on a misunderstanding of the 
aim of this statement. The statement 
did not take pains to ensure that the 
development ‘ should be designed irrevoc- 
ably by an architect before any steps are 
taken to seek developers willing to in- 
vest their money in carrying it out,’ nor 
was it intended to imply that developers 
would be invited to acquire ‘the right 
and duty.to carry out someone else’s 
scheme for themselves at their own risk.’ 
What it did attempt was to show that 
public and artistic standards must not be 
sacrificed to finance, and also to draw 
attention to the fact that financial con- 
siderations must not be allowed to over- 
ride all other considerations. 

It is quite essential that the public good 
must be the first consideration of all 
major developments. The system which 
is at present operated by many local 
authorities tends to give undue weight to 
high land values and private profit. 
Examples have already shown that the 
most responsible developers are fully con- 
scious of the public good and, indeed, the 
ultimate success of many schemes de- 
pends upon the extent to which they have 
met the essential demands of good archi- 
tecture and good planning. On the other 
hand, an unlimited system of tendering on 
this basis tends to exploit the architec- 
tural profession as a whole and may 
result in the employment of poor archi- 
tects merely because they are economic- 
ally efficient. 

Good development, in the broadest 
sense, must properly co-ordinate good 
architecture, good planning, essential 
traffic requirements and sound economic 
expenditure This combination is in 
herent in good architectural design and 
this result can be secured by more than 
one method. The best results are not 
secured by asking a developer and his 
architect to carry out the design of 
another architect, and the RIBA is en- 
deavouring to ensure that good archi 
tecture is regarded as a vital necessity in 
the development of the centres of our 
towns, and that this is properly incor 
porated with the responsibilities which 
attach inevitably to the investment of 
large sums of money.

I agree with Mr. Kenyon that the floor 
is not the place for knotty timber but I 
think it is quite wrong to condemn knots 
as blemishes wherever they are found. 
though I do not think Mr. Kenyon would 
do this. 

I had the privilege of being one of two 
builders in the Timber Trade Delegation 
to British Columbia this summer, and 
spent a good deal of time with the men 
in the forests. Normally, trees do not 
grow without branches, consequently we 
find a very high proportion of timber has 
knots. Provided the knot is live and not 
disproportionately large, it can add to the 
beauty of wood that is not structural and 
not intended to take paint. 

The Canadians are, of course, great 
users of wood for decorative purposes, 
both externally and internally and the 
knot is accepted as a natural characteris- 
tic. In my opinion, much useful and 
beautiful wood is discarded on account 
of knots that we could accept with ad- 
vantage. Being a joiner I have an axe 
to grind!

Amalgamation of 
Engineering Institutions 


Terms Approved Between Civil and 
Municipal Engineers 


THE TERMS of the amalgamation of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers and the 
Institution of Municipal Engineers have 
now been approved by the Councils of 
the two Institutions and embodied in a 
formal agreement. 

The Institution of Civil Engineers are 
sending a voting paper and full details of 
the agreement together with a letter from 
their President, SIR HERBERT MANZONI, to 
some 17,000 corporate members in all 
parts of the world. The Institution of 
Municipal Engineers are similarly sending 
a voting paper to their 6,000 corporate 
members. 

Sir Herbert outlines the principles 
which have encouraged his Council to 
take the step of the proposed amalgama- 
tion of the two Institutions. ‘ During the 
last four years,’ he writes, ‘the Council 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers have 
had under constant review the re- 
unification of the profession, in the first 
instance, with other bodies closely allied 
to civil engineering in the modern and 
narrower sense of the words. 

‘The Council believes that engineering 
is one profession which covers all the 
specialist branches. Another belief of the 
Council is that the professional education 
of engineers should be broadly the same 
up to a certain stage, and that specialisa- 
tion should follow. Subsequent practical 
training should be organised and should 
be tested without exception before a pro- 
fessional qualification is awarded.’ 

Sir Herbert goes on to say: ‘ The ulti- 
mate aim should be that of one society of 
professional engineers whose corporate 
members should be Chartered Engineers. 
This would resolve the difficulties pre- 
sented by the present multiplicity cf 
titles which professional engineers have 
bestowed upon themselves during the past 
100 years, and which have created such 
confusion in the minds of the public.’

LEONORA HOUSE, Lanark-road, Maida Vale, W9, is the first 
building of its kind to be erected in the Borough by the 
Paddington Old People’s Housing Association, which is a 
private organisation providing help for elderly Paddingtonians 
in all walks of life. The building consists of eighteen flatlets 
on three floors, with recreation rooms and manual workrooms 
in the semi-basement. 

Each flatlet consists of one large room 19 ft. x 13 ft. with 
built-in cupboards, entrance hall, dining-kitchen with 
refrigerator and electric cooker, and fitted bathroom. Each 
unit is entirely self-contained and the corridors, staircases and 
ramp have all been carefully designed to make access to these 
flats as convenient as possible. 

From the welfare side, the club and recreation rooms and 
manual occupation rooms for the elderly are grouped in the 
basement with separate entrances and necessary services. 

Construction is of solid brickwork with brick facings to 
all elevations, precast stone cills, copings and cornices, metal 
windows in wood frames, reinforced concrete floors and stair- 
cases, and floor finishings of thermo-plastic tiles. All bath- 
rooms and kitchens are tiled. Central heating installation 
throughout the building and hot water supply is by means 
of an oil-fired boiler.

A great number of items which are so important for the 
elderly, such as non-slip floors, low fitted baths with hand 
grips, position of switches, wall plugs, bell pushes and 
window catches have all been provided within easy reach. 
Entrance door bell and electrical release of entrance door 
from each individual flatlet is another amenity. 

The work was started in October, 1959, and completed 
by the middle of August, 1960. The approximate cost is 
£35,000. 

The building was named after the wife of Alderman W. E. 
Harriss, the chairman of the Paddington Old People’s Asso- 
ciation. The architect is a councillor of Paddington.

Threat to Buildings at Albert Gate 


THE TWO stately stucco-fronted buildings 
that stand on either side of Albert Gate, 
Knightsbridge. may be demolished under 
plans for traffic improvements in the area. 
One of the buildings is the French Em- 
bassy: the other exactly matches it on 
the opposite side of the gateway. They 
were built by Cubitt in 1845 and together 
form the only entrance to Hyde Park 
possessing architectural distinction. 
Some widening of this part of Knights- 
bridge will be required to link up the re- 
planned Hyde Park Corner with the pro- 
posed roundabout at the top of 
Sloane-square, and to make room for 
raffic entering the tunnel that will emerge 
n Piccadilly, but hitherto the LCC town 
planning committee has assumed the re- 
tention of the Albert Gate and its flanking 
buildings.

12. The Unexact Science 


WHEN I HAVE tried to explain to clients 
that building is not an exact science, they 
have not wished to agree with me. In 
one case I remember well, my client, who 
happened to be an aeroplane designer, 
complained that his large timber sliding 
doors did not work with the precision he 
expected. It took some time before he 
finally saw the point that we were not 
working with a static material and we 
could not expect the precision which he 
achieved in the manufacture of an aero- 
plane. 

To-day when we are using more static 
materials, it may be possible to get greater 
precision in our work, but so long as we 
use many different materials in a building, 
I think we must still expect to allow them 
time to settle down and live together. It 
is during this period that troubles may 
arise. 

I have often heard the building industry 
compared with the motor car industry, 
but I really do not consider the compari- 
son at all a useful one. A motor car is 
jigged up and all the parts have to fit 
together with absolute precision in a way 
that just does not apply to building con- 
struction. 

I am moved to write on this subject 
because of cases which have recently 
been brought to my notice where the 
sort of defects which inevitably appear 
in new buildings have occurred just out- 
side the statutory maintenance period, 
causing considerable annoyance to the 
owners, and yet on examination neither 
contractors nor architect can be said to 
be at fault. 

I do not think the six months’ main- 
tenance period usually allowed for 
putting right defects is long enough to 

llow the parts of a building to settle 


down together; movement takes place 
over a longer period than this. Architects 
know all about the troubles that are 
likely to occur and they take all sorts of 
ingenious precautions to avoid them, but 
every building of character has a life of

its own; it is not turned off an assembly 
line like a mass-produced article, and it 
will inevitably produce one or two 
troublesome idiosyncrasies, no matter 
how careful architect and contractor have 
been. 

Of course, clients should be made 
aware of this from the start, but which 
of us is brave enough to tell a client 
before we begin that he will have troubles

Traffic Engineering among New Subjects Introduced 


THE INSTITUTION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS 
announce that as from October, 1962, a 
number of changes will be made in Part 
II of their Institution Examination. 

Three new subjects will be introduced 

Town and Country Planning; Highway 
Design and Traffic Engineering; and 
Water Supply, Sewerage and Sewage 
Treatment. At the same time, the sub- 
ject ‘ Civil Engineering Construction ’ will 
supersede ‘ Building Construction.’ For 
each of the new subjects the syllabus has 
yet to be approved by the Institution's 
Council. They have, however, approved 
the syllabus for ‘ Civil Engineering Con- 
struction,” which was drawn-up by Mr. 
P. E. Sleight, MEng. 

From 1962 there will be two groups of 
papers for candidates in Part II of the 
Institution Examination. Group A will 
consist of four compulsory papers— 
Theory of Structures, Surveying, Geo- 
logy and Soil Mechanics, and Hydraulics 

plus one paper selected from the three 
new subjects being introduced and ‘ Civil 


Engineering Construction.’ At the 
moment, Hydraulics is not compulsory in 
group A, and from 1962 Engineering 
Materials will not be a subject of examin- 
ation as at present. Group B will remain 
in effect a separate—but widened in scope 
—examination jointly administered by 
the Institution of Civil Engineers and the 
Institution of Gas Engineers. 

Part I of the Institution Examination, 
which remains unaltered, is common to 
nine engineering societies—the Institu- 
tions of Civil, Mechanical, Electrical, 
Municipal, Gas, Public Health, and Pro- 
duction Engineers; the Institute of 
Marine Engineers and the New Zealand 
Institution of Engineers. 

To be elected an AMICE (Associate 
Member of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers) a candidate must have either 
a recognised university or college 
diploma, or pass the Institution Examina- 
tion Parts I and II; and also pass the Pro- 
fessional Interview, after undergoing at 
least three years’ practical experience. 
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when the building is finished, the nature 
of which cannot be foreseen. We might 
at least warn him of some of the likely 
ones, but we cannot blame him for think- 
ing that it is the architect’s job to safe- 
guard him against such events. 

I repeat, building is not an exact 
science. Knowing this, are we doing 
everything we can to look after our 
clients’ interests? Are we trying to build 
too quickly? Are we—architects and 
builders alike—providing enough super- 
vision during progress? Are we making 
sure that all the new materials we are 
sentencing to long life together are 
actually suited to such union? Are all 
the trades manned with the same quality 
of skill which has gone into the best 
buildings of the past? We can all give 
our own answers to these questions. 

It may be that with more prefabrica- 
tion in the building industry, and with 
more work done on jigs than on the job 
itself, we shall more nearly approach a 
scientific exactitude in our work, but 
in the meantime we must expect a modest 
quota of troublesome defects in the 
early days of a new building, whilst at 
the same time doing everything we know 
to overcome them. 


Factory Plan Conditions 
Godalming Cement Firm Wins Appeal 


SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL’S industrial plan- 
ning policy for Godalming, which has 
been vigorously opposed by the Town 
Council, has received a serious setback 
with the announcement by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government that, 
in allowing an appeal by Langham Cement 
Products Ltd. the Minister has rejected 
the ‘personal’ permission which the 
county, as the local planning authority, 
are seeking to impose on the occupation 
of new factories in the town’s industrial 
area of Catteshall-lane. 

The company had appealed against the 
failure of the planning authority to give 
decisions within the prescribed period on 
their applications for planning permission 
for two new factories on land adjoining 
their existing premises in Catteshall-lane. 

The point at issue between the appel- 
lants and the authority was the proposed 
imposition of conditions restricting the 
use of the factory to the appellants only, 
without consent for later use by some 
other company. 

In a letter indicating his decision, the 
Minister stated he had noted that the 
‘personal’ permission in this case was 
even more restrictive than the condition 
which he discharged in 1958 requiring 
adjacent land to be reserved for non- 
conforming industries in South-West 
Surrey (industries at present in areas 
zoned for other purposes). 

The letter continued: ‘ While he agrees 
that the imposition of conditions requir- 
ing the reservation of sites for non-con- 
forming industrial users is desirable and 
reasonable in certain circumstances, he is 
not satisfied that in this area such a con- 
dition would be justified, and still less one 
which seeks to restrict occupancy of an 
industrial site to one particular company. 
Accordingly, he has decided to allow the

Engagement of Architects by Development Companies Referred to Constituent Bodies 


THE one hundred and fourteenth ordinary 
meeting of the Architects Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom, held at 
66 Portland-place, Wl, on October 12, 
was unanimously in favour of the Pro- 
fessional Purposes Committee’s proposals, 
vis-a-vis the circumstances and conditions 
of engagement of architects by certain 
property development companies. It will 
be remembered that at the last ordinary 
meeting on June 8 (‘ The Builder’ of June 
17) it was agreed that the Professional 
Purposes Committee should give the 
matter careful consideration and that the 
Council would reach a decision based on 
the committee’s recommendations. 

After a short debate on the recommen- 
dations, carefully handled by the chair- 
man, Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, MA, 
BArch, FRIBA, it was finally agreed to 
act on a motion put by Mr. D. Beaty 
Pownall, FRIBA, who suggested that the 
report should be referred to the consti- 
tuent bodies for their consideration. Mr. 
Sheppard Fidler therefore moved that this 
action be taken and that the matter 
should remain ‘sub judice’ until the 
various interested parties had had time 
to study the report and to submit any 
observations. Meanwhile the Council 
‘felt disposed to endorse the recommen 
dations subject to the observations of the 
constituent bodies.’ 


New Admissions 


The Admission Committee, the Chair- 
man of which is Mr. Vincent Burr, 
FRIBA, recommended that 132 applicants 
be admitted to the register. Of these 107 
qualified by examination under section 
6 (1) (c) of the Principal Act; 3 qualified 
under section 6 (1) (d) of the Act and 
under regulation 26 (a) (3); and 22 quali- 
fied under section 6 (1) (d) of the Act and 
under regulation 26 (a) (4). The report 
of the committee was carried and its 
recommendations adopted. 

The report of the Board of Architec- 
tural Education, submitted by Mr. Denis 
Clarke Hall, FRIBA, vice-chairman, was 
carried and its recommendations adopted 
without comment. The Board recom- 
mended that the diploma final examina- 
tion, followed by the examination in pro- 
fessional practice and practical experi- 
ence, at the Department of Architecture, 
College of Arts and Crafts, Brighton, be 
recognised as qualifying for registration 
under section 6 (3) of the Principal Act 
with effect from June, 1959. The Board 
also recommended that the existing 
recognition for statutory registration of 
the University of Sheffield degree of 
bachelor of arts with honours in architec 
ture, final examination, and diploma final 
examination, followed in each case by 
the examination in professional practice 
and practical experience, be extended to 
include the new degree, i.e. bachelor of 
architecture (BArch) with honours which 
the university proposes to institute. 

The panel of examiners appointed for 
the maintenance scholarships, 1961, will 
comprise Mr. R. E. Enthoven, FRIBA, 


chairman, Mr. F. F. S. Bryson for 
general knowledge, Dr. E. S. Martin, 
mathematics, Dr. G. 1. Sinclair, essay, and 
Mr. Hubert Lidbetter, FRIBA, drawing 
and design tests. It was agreed that the 
income limit of the parents or guardians 
of applicants for admission to the 1961 
maintenance scholarship examination be 
the same as that in operation for the 1960 
examination. This was an upper income 
limit of £2,250, with an allowance of £300 
in respect of each dependent, excluding 
the candidate. 


Retention Fees Unpaid 


The Finance and General Purposes 
Committee, chairman Mr. R. O. Foster, 
JP, FRIBA, recommended that applica- 
tions from some ten architects for re- 
instatement on the register be granted. 

Mr. Foster reported that up to the time 
of the meeting there were 166 architects 
who had not paid any part of the reten- 
tion fee, 6 who had paid £1 only, and a 
further 2 who had paid a lesser amount. 
This made a total of 174 defaulters, a 
great improvement on 1959, when the 
total was 438. The committee recom- 
mended that the names of those architects 
resident in the United Kingdom who did 
not pay the retention fee in full by Octo- 
ber 31 be removed from the register with- 
out further warning; and that the names 
of architects resident overseas who did 
not pay by December 31 be likewise 
removed. 

In strict enforcement of Regulation 38 
it was proposed to take final action in the 
cases of repeated defaulters. On Sep- 
tember 20 there were fifty-seven archi 
tects practising in the United Kingdom 
who had not paid the 1960 retention fee, 
and who at least once before within the 
last four years delayed payment until 
after they had received the September 
letter of warning. They came, therefore, 
under the category of ‘repeated de 
faulters.. The committee recommended 
that a special letter be sent with the usual 
demand note in December, warning these 
architects that unless they paid the 1961 
retention fee within the date of the first 
written demand, their names would be 
removed from the register. 

At the 113th ordinary meeting on June 
8 a suggestion that the annual register 
should be sold at a higher price to non 
architects was referred back to the com 
mittee for further information. The com- 
mittee now recommended that as from 
1961 the cost should be 15s. to architects, 
and 30s. to non-architects. It was stated 
that the Council regularly suffered sub- 
stantial losses on the publication of the 
register; in 1955 the loss was £167, in 
1956 it was £326, and in 1957 it was £250. 
The latest available figure for 1960 was 
in the region of £200, which was not 
expected to be greatly reduced. The 
committee realised that some loss was to 
be expected. but that it could be sub- 
stantially mitigated if its proposal was 
implemented. The report of the commit 
tee was carried, although a private reso- 


lution concerning members’ travelling 
expenses was referred back for further 
study. 

Once again the most controversial 
report was that of the Professional Pur 
poses Committee, chairman Mr. L. A. 
Chackett, FRIBA. Its recommendations 
and proposals, however, received sur 
prisingly little opposition. 

The committee considered an inquiry 
from a firm of architects as to whether 
it was permissible to insert an advertise- 
ment for staff in ‘displayed form’ in a 
national newspaper. In the past it has 
been held that this form of advertising 
was ostentatious and, therefore, unprofes- 
sional; but, having regard to recent advice 
in respect of advertisements on television 
(‘ The Builder’ of March 25) and the in 
creasing difficulties in obtaining staff, 
they informed the firm that no objection 
would be raised to a displayed advert for 
architectural staff provided it appeared 
over a box number, and that the name 
and address of the advertiser was not 
mentioned in the advertisement. 


A Fundamental Difference 


Mr. Eric Lyons, OBE, FRIBA, sug- 
gested that private firms were rather at 
a disadvantage in this respect. He said 
that it was not considered wrong for 
official architects, i.e. local authorities, 
to advertise quite openly, thus indicating 
the attractiveness or not of the work, or 
the eminence of the chief, and so scoring 
over the private firm. Although a private 
firm could indicate location and type of 
work, it could not always appeal immedi- 
ately to a young architect or architectura! 
assistant seeking employment with the 
most attractive possibilities; salaries, of 
course, always excepted. Mr. Sheppard 
Fidler agreed, but reminded members of 
the fundamental difference in this respect 
between the architect in private practice 
and the architect in public or local 
authority employment. The latter could 
not expect monetary gain through making 
himself known, whereas a_ private 
practitioner could, even though that was 
not his purpose. In any case, continued 
Mr. Fidler, it was only recently that 
architects were allowed to use this form 
at all. 

Mr. Chackett then submitted that the 
whole idea of the restriction was simply 
to prevent an architect gaining profit in 
the form of commissions from his adver- 
tising. The scarcity of staff, he said, had 
made advertising in the National Press 
necessary and the Council could not justi 
fiably bar this method of display in 
limited form. 


Erroneous Designation 


The committee deplored the wrongful 
use of designation containing the word 
‘architect’ by staffs of local and other 
authorities. Notice was brought to the 
Council of a number of advertisements 
which had recently been inserted in the 
Professional Press for ‘ assistant archi 
tects’ and ‘junior assistant architects,’ 
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although it was clear from the qualifica- 
tions required for these posts that the 
successful applicants were not likely to 
be registered or be qualified for registra- 
tion. The registrar had since written to 
each of the authorities concerned, draw- 
ing their attention to the provisions of the 
Acts, and the authorities had replied, ex- 
pressing their apologies, and agreeing to 
alter the offending titles to *‘ architectural 
assistants.’ 

The committee finally reported on three 
successful prosecutions under the Regis- 
tration Acts, and letters of warning were 
sent in two cases where persons were 
wrongly referred to in advertisements as 
architects. 

The Council were informed that Pro- 
fessor R. Llewelyn Davies, FRIBA, who 


serving on the Board of 
Architectural Education as one of its 
nominees, will in future be the repre- 
sentative of the Bartlett School of Archi- 
tecture, in succession to Professor H. O. 
Corfiato, FRIBA. Professor Corfiato 
will, however, remain on the Board as 
the nominee of the University of Lon- 
don. 

The meeting ended on a note of quasi- 
comedy when the registrar, submitting his 
report, informed the Council about the 
activities of a certain firm of public rela- 
tions consultants. This firm had written 
to him enclosing a brochure and asking 
whether it was permissible to approach 
architects with a view to acting for them 
in its capacity as advertising agents, etc. 
The registrar duly informed the firm that

Successful 21st Anniversary Dinner 


‘so MUCH has the Institute gained in 
prestige and influence that the Board of 
Trade has allowed us to dispense with the 
word “Limited” in our title,’ MR. J. 
LESTER, FRSA, MRSH, told members and 
their guests who attended the 2lst 
anniversary dinner and dance of the 
Institute of Quantity Surveyors, held in 
the Trocadero Restaurant, Wl, on 
October 14. 

The President, who was responding to 
the toast of ‘ The Institute,’ proposed by 
Lt. Col. B. C. G. Shore, LRIBA, FIAS, 
briefly recapitulated the two main pur- 
poses for which the Institute had been 
founded—to provide an association to be 
devoted exclusively to the interests of 
quantity surveyors; and to open that 
association to all practitioners irrespec- 
tive of whether they were in private prac- 
tice or were engaged on contractors’ staff. 

‘In these 21 years we have gained 
steadily in prestige and influence,’ said 
Mr. Lester, who added that it had been 
a great personal pleasure to him 
recently to have attended the inaugura- 
tion in Glasgow of a Scottish branch with 
three chapters. 

In humorous reminiscent vein, the 
President said that the only note of sad- 
ness was the fact that not all those who 
had joined in the formation of the Insti- 
ture in 1939 were with them that evening, 
‘and of those that are, some now talk 
about symptoms that used to talk about 
emotions.” He felt that the future for 
the Institute was bright. 


‘Quality’ as Well as ‘ Quality’ 


Earlier LT. COL. SHORE congratulated 
the Institute on going from strength to 
strength —something which it owed to the 
4Sne work of its President and honorary 
officers and committee. ‘But I want to 
sound one warning note,’ he said, ‘ and 
that is that the Institute should continue 
to think of quality as well as quantity, 
and I ask all the younger members to 
keep the need for quality uppermost in 
their work. 

‘Quantity surveyors have the job not 
only of fitting the building pieces 
together but of influencing the choice of 


better materials; quality must always be 
in their minds,’ he said. 

Lt. Col. Shore also stressed the point 
that professional bodies did not always 
see that enough attention was paid to the 
arts in general. ‘ A broadening of interest 
in fields of taste in the arts could help 
not only this Institute but the country 
as a whole. There is too much sickness 
and disease in the arts today,’ he said.

Competition News 
Hotel Unit, Dublin 


TWO YEARS AGO £200,000 was spent in the 
Republic of Ireland on hotel buildings, 
extensions and improvements for tourist 
accommodation. In 1959 the amount 
spent rose to £600,000. This year it is 
expected to be £700,000. Estimates by 
the Government supported tourist boards 
in the Republic and Northern Ireland are 
that tourists are now bringing about £50 
million a year into Ireland.

Land for Houses 


Conservatives Debate Review of the Planning Acts 


THE CONSERVATIVE PARTY, at its annual 
conference last week in Scarborough, 
debated the question of town and country 
planning on a motion that, in the belief 
that the high and rising price of building 
land was detrimental to the Conservative 
policy of spreading house ownership as 
widely as possible, the Government 
should take steps to ease the pressure on, 
and consequently the price of, building 
sites by relaxation of the planning Acts 
where necessary to make more land avail- 
able; to allow higher density building in 
appropriate cases; and to encourage the 
full development of central sites, many of 
which were not properly utilized. 
Introducing the debate, MR. J. D. ILETT 


said that what was needed now was the 
same stability in building land prices as 
there was in the cost-of-living index. To 
alleviate the problems he called for a 
further review of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, a new approach to local 
authorities about densities, and 
redevelopment upwards and not sideways 
(cheers). He suggested that the redevelop- 
ment of central sites should be in the 
hands of private owners who should con- 
form strictly to the existing plans. If, 
after planning approval had been given, 
land were not developed within, say, three 
years. they should be liable to a tax. 
Replying to the debate, MR. BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 


‘Planning and the Motor Vehicle’ 
Mr. John Hay's Address at TCPA’s Conference 


A CONFERENCE on ‘Planning and the 
Motor Vehicle,’ organised by the Town 
and Country Planning Association, was 
held at Church House, Westminster, on 
October 18 and 19. Mr. John Hay, MP, 
Joint Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Transport, spoke on ‘ The Planning of 
the National Road System,’ and following 
is a summary of his paper. MR. HAY Said: 

The administration and planning of our 
national road system still shows features 
derived from the local parish responsi- 
bilities on the one hand and the turnpike 
trusts on the other, but it is the legisla- 
tion of the present century which has 
established the pattern whereby the Cen- 
tral Government is responsible for the 
main traffic arteries while the local autho- 
rities look after the other roads, being 
assisted by a financial contribution vary- 
ing from 50 per cent to 75 per cent 
according to the importance of the road 
for other than local traffic. This reflects 
the fact that while only some 4 per cent 
of our 165,000 miles of road are trunk 
roads, these carry one-third of the total 
traffic. 


The Basic Criterion 


The object of our road planning is to 
provide a national system of through 
routes and a complementary regional sys- 
tem to feed these and to cater for needs 
in urban areas. The basic criterion must 
be the volume of traffic. Census figures 
show that vehicle mileage has doubled 
over the past decade, and is increasing at 
an average rate of 7 per cent per annum. 
Various corrections are made to this 
crude figure and we are at present using 
an annual growth factor of 5 per cent 
compound. It is a study of these figures 
in relation to known road capacity which 
has led to the selection of the ‘ five major 
projects’ for initial development. But 
side by side with these are plans for the 
removal of danger points and bottlenecks 
and for the relief of urban congestion, the 
initiative in the latter case resting pri- 
marily with the local authorities as the 


highway authority for classified roads. 

The fact that the local authorities are 
not only responsible for classified roads 
but also act as the Minister's agents in 
respect of trunk roads points the way to 
the practical integration of highway plan- 
ning and control of development gener- 
ally, for it is normally these same bodies 
who are the local planning authorities. 
Great importance is attached to the in- 
clusion of road improvements in the De- 
velopment Plan after consultation first 
locally and subsequently between Depart- 
ments. The scheme cannot all be imple- 
mented at once. Selection is on the basis 
of traffic need, and techniques are being 
developed to assist in assessing the bene- 
fits which are likely to accrue from each. 

The inclusion of a scheme in the De- 
velopment Plan is only the start of a long 
process. In addition to the engineering 
work, more detailed consultations with 
local interests are necessary and in all 
the more important cases draft proposals 
must be published in order to ensure that 
all possible objections are considered. 
This process and the acquisition of the 
necessary land means that four years or 
more may elapse before a major trunk 
road scheme is ready to start, and one of 
our main planning tasks is to ensure that 
there is always a sufficiency of schemes in 
the pipeline. 

The Ministry attach importance to the 
co-ordinated planning of regional routes. 
In London the London County Council is 
the improvement authority and in the 
provinces four conurbation highway com- 
mittees have been set up to prepare 20- 
year road programmes for their areas. 


Other speakers at the conference in- 
cluded Mr. C. D. Buchanan, ARIBA, who 
spoke on ‘ Transport: The Crux of City 


Planning’; Mr. Alan Day, on ‘Car 
Ownership and Use’; and Mr Frederick 
Gibberd. CBE, FRIBA, on ‘ The Motor 
Car, the Town and the Village.’ Extracts 
from these papers will be given in an 
early issue. 
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ment, emphasised that so long as he was 
Minister the countryside would be pre- 
served. The Government were deter- 
mined to hold the green belts, but he 
told the conference that they could not 
have those and hope for cheaper building 
land in the neighbourhood. Nearly 
100,000 new houses were needed every 
year to keep pace with the rise in popula- 
tion, while prosperity under a Conserva- 
tive Government meant that more people 
wanted better homes than they had at 
present. 


Making Land Available 


He said he was in the position of reply- 
ing to a motion which was urging him to 
do what he had already done. ‘ Where 
there is a green belt,’ he said, ‘it is the 
duty of local authorities, as well as my 
duty as Minister, to see that adequate 
land is available for building elsewhere. 
I cannot stop people from bidding high 
prices for land in particular places if they 
covet it, but I am determined to avoid 
artificial scarcity when the supply of 
building land is restricted without good 
reason. 

*I shall see that local authorities are 
allocated enough land ample to meet 
requirements, but I cannot promise that 
it will be in precisely those places where 
people would most like to live.’ 

The country, he continued, would have 
to accept higher densities in future in the 
suburbs and the towns within range of 
a big city, places where there were almost 
nothing but two-storey houses. People 
must be prepared to build for higher den- 
sities if they were to save green belts and 
good agricultural land, and it would 
almost certainly entail tall flats in places. 

MR. E. I. BROWN, the chairman, said that 
the Minister had suggested that if the 
words in the motion ‘ by relaxation of the 
planning Acts’ were changed to ‘ modi- 
fication of planning policy’ it would be 
better. This was agreed, and the amended 
motion was carried by a large majority.

Officers 


Authorities ‘ Not Getting Quality 
Needed’ 

ADDRESSING the concluding session of 
the conference of the Association of 
Municipal Corporations on September 22, 
DAME EVELYN SHARP, Permanent Secretary 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said she did not believe that 
local government was getting the quality 
of officers needed, but that the solution 
of this problem, lay largely in the hands 
of the authorities. 

‘It is essential that they should get at 
least some of the best people available,’ 
Dame Evelyn continued, ‘and they must 
also ask themselves: Are they employed 
to the best advantage? Are, for example, 
officers allowed to circulate between 
departments, or do authorities get into 
the habit of appointing the deputy whom 
they know and trust without even going 
elsewhere to see if a more suitable candi- 
date could be found? I would advise that 
all local government positions should be 
thrown open to all officers.’ 
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Parliament in the New Session 
Legislation Affecting the Building Industry 


FROM OUR PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT 


AFTER an eventful recess on the inter- 
national and domestic scenes, MPs 
reassemble next Tuesday (October 25), to 
put the finishing touches to the first 
session of the new Parliament. After the 
final stages of a few minor Bills, Parlia- 
ment will be prorogued and the new 
session will open with the Queen’s Speech 
in the House of Lords on the morning of 
Tuesday, November 1. 

There has been much to interest all 
sections of the building industry in the 
closing session and the signs are that this 
will continue in the new, especially when 
it seems highly likely that among the new 
legislation to come before the House will 
be a Public Health (Miscellaneous Provi- 
sions) Bill. 

Ministers and Government Depart- 
ments are shy of announcing definite 
commitments before the Queen’s Speech 
is read from the Throne, but this Bill was 
promised by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government in December, 1959. It 
is expected to include some change in 
the system of building by-laws about 
which the Minister consulted the local 
authority associations earlier this year. 
Anyway, the Bill will apply generally to 
the country a large number of provisions 
relating to public health which are 
scattered through private Acts promoted 
by local authorities in recent years. 


Covent Garden Market 


The Covent Garden Market Bill is 
known to be coming as it was mentioned 
in last year’s Queen’s Speech but not 
introduced. This measure will 
reorganise and improve Covent Garden 
market by establishing a Covent Garden 
Market Authority. The scheme has 
proved complex and affects many 
interests. Because of this the then 
Minister of Agriculture, Mr. John Hare 
(now Minister of Labour) decided in 
March to delay the introduction of the 
Bill until later in the year. Another Bill 
in prospect is one dealing with weights 
and measures, it being promised by the 
President of the Board of Trade in 
January. 

Besides Government Bills there will be 
the usual private members’ and private 
Bills. In the latter it is understood that 
Newport Corporation intend to promote 
a Bill to provide for a second bridge over 
the River Usk which would be a classified 
road project. The Common Council of 
the City of London have also asked the 
British Transport Commission to initiate 
legislation to permit the resiting of the 
Metropolitan railway between Moor Lane 
and Barbican, preliminary to redevelop- 
ment of the Barbican area for residential 
purposes. Thus if things proceed 
smoothly the necessary legislative 
approval should be sought in the next 
annual BTC Bill. 

In addition to legislation. the 
announcement in July by the Govern- 
ment that public capital expenditure in 


1961-62 will be pegged at the level of 
the current financial year will have its 
continued repercussions in the new 
session. The Commons have made 
improvements in their procedure in rela- 
tion to the control of expenditure. New 
opportunities for debates on the reports 
from the Select Committee on Estimates 
and from the Public Accounts Committee 
will be provided on three days. 


Capital Investment 

There is being published this autumn a 
White Paper on the investment pro- 
grammes in the public sector, including 
the nationalised industries, and between 
now and Christmas one day will be allo- 
cated for MPs to debate the capital 
investment programmes. Thus MPs have 
succeeded in their demands to discuss 
capital financial policy and give their 
own views on the priorities to be 
followed. 

The announced increases in the roads 
programmes shows that capital expendi- 
ture in some other sphere will be cut. 
These are the kind of facts that will 
emerge and be debated on the three days 
set aside by the Government and Oppo- 
sition, who, by custom, choose the sub- 
jects to be debated on Supply Days. 

While the Commons generally has been 
seeking more control over Government 
capital expenditure, the Opposition are 
certain to press for equally close scrutiny 
of the private sector and in this they are 
known to include the high cost of land 
and ‘ luxury building.’ 

The Labour Party conference at Scar- 
borough passed a resolution asking the 
National Executive to draw up a pro- 
gramme to extend public ownership, 
which could be implemented by the next 
Labour Government, so that it could be 
presented for decision at the 1962 Party 
conference. The executive were requested 
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to re-examine public ownership measures, 
including land and the building industry. 
Another resolution which is bound to be 
reflected in the case the Opposition ex- 
pound in Parliament was one condemning 
‘the growing evil of land speculation.’ 


Housing and Rents 

Housing and rents policy is likely to 
generate some heat although, accepting 
it as better late than never, the Opposi- 
tion ought to show a little satisfaction at 
the Minister of Housing's approval of a 
New Town at North Killingworth, near 
Newcastle, as well as the proposal for a 
New Town at Skelmersdale, Lancashire, 
to take Merseyside overspill (see p. 751). 

The debates and questions of this 
closing session do appear to indicate that 
Members of Parliament are responding 
to the calls and pressure for good plan- 
ning and design and that Ministers are 
heeding the advice of the professional 
bodies. For instance, the Minister of 
Transport gave an unequivocal assurance 
that all the resources of his department 
would be used to see that new road pro- 
jects would meet the highest standards of 
design. To stress this eagerness, the 
Minister of Transport announced in July, 
and the Ministry of Transport again this 
month, that Mr. C. D. Buchanan, ARIBA, 
was joining their staff. 

Other subjects and _ controversies 
reflecting architectural taste have been 
aired in Commons and Lords—the Staines 
Bridge, the Monico site and the Hyde 
Park Hotel are but three. It is to be 
hoped that this watch-dog attitude will 
continue although it is a pity that the 
Commons now lacks the presence of an 
architect. 

Nevertheless, two MPs connected with 
building, Mr. Albert Costain, Conserva- 
tive MP for Folkestone and Hythe, and 
Mr. Donald Chapman, Labour MP for 
Birmingham, Northfield, had a fair 
amount to say this session. The industry 
needs voices capable of stating its case 
and the political labels need not neces- 
sarily enter into it. 


London County Council 


Procedure with Planning Applications 


AT THE MEETING of the London County 
Council on October 11 MR. ROBERT VIGARS 
asked the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee in the latest period of twelve 
months for which figures were available 
{4i) How many planning applications for 
development were received by _ the 
Council; and (ii) how many of these appli- 
cations were granted or rejected by (a) 
the Town Planning Committee; (b) panels 
of members of the Committee; and (c) the 
chairman, the vice-chairman, or an 
authorised member of the Committee. 
MR. R. EDMONDS replied: ‘It is not pos- 
sible to give detailed figures without an 
examination of all reports but it may be 
said that applications received run at the 
rate of about 13,000 a year. After allow- 
ing for applications referred to borough 
councils or not proceeded with, some 
10,000 a year go forward for decision. 
Just over 200 a year are dealt with by 
the committee. All other cases, other 


than of a minor routine nature, are 
normally referred to the panel and these 
amount to about 5,000. The rest are 
dealt with by chairman, vice-chairman or 
authorised member. Generally if there 
is a serious difference of views among 
members of the panel the matter is 
referred to the full committee.’ 


Houses without Baths 


MARION LADY BENNETT asked the chair- 
man of the Housing Committee how many 
houses and flats owned by the Council 
were still without baths. 


MR. R. E. GOODWIN replied: ‘ Excluding 
general property purchased with a view 
to development of the sites, there are 
6.189 dwellings without baths, comprised 
of 4,535 flats and 1,654 cottages; all these 
were built before 1919. There are also 
712 dwellings in which baths are shared. 
Plans are in hand or under consideration 
for modernising all 6,189 dwellings.’ 





Two Exhibitions 





Lady of Fashion; Hospital Sanitary Appliances 


THIS exhibition, at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum until December 4, is not 
only a visual bonne bouche but shares 
with the ‘narrative’ art of the period 
(roughly the first quarter of this century) 
the quality of reflecting its times in an 
almost literary sense. 

The theme even contains a ‘ plot within 
a plot,’ like the contemporary play or 
novel. The fashionable lady was Miss 
Heather Firbank (1888-1954), well-con- 
nected, beautiful and possessed of both 
wealth and taste—the latter, perhaps, 
more in the selective than the creative 
sense—and with a passionate interest in 
dress shared, incidentally, by her brother, 
Ronald Firbank the novelist. If this were 
not in itself a promising enough script, 
Miss Firbank (from some unexplained cir- 
cumstances or eccentricity for which we 
are grateful) in 1921 had all her spare 
clothes packed in 24 trunks, to remain 
unopened for the following 35 years! 

It is from this hoard (in the art-histori- 
cal sense) that the display is selected. 
The clothes are virtually ‘as minted’ 
striking tribute to her ladies’ maid—and 
illustrate a period when English dress- 
designing as well as quality, was begin- 
ning to be taken seriously. At its be- 
ginning, when breeding and __ taste 
combined with purchasing power to call 
a tune very different from today’s, the 
gulf between the elegant and the vulgar 
was immeasurable. But the selection 
represents the wearer’s wardrobe between 
1908 and 1921, and soon afterwards the 
decline of such standards, both socially 
and qualitatively, approximated the two 
into a blowsiness, and even tattiness, of 
which the potential seeds are detectable 
in some of the later dresses. 

There is, I think, an architectural 
analogy—as simple illustrations, the 
typical Edwardian mansion or hotel, and 
their decline into the villa or pub where 
the removal of a rigid social background 
rendered them meaningless. But such 
misgivings are perhaps natural in a 
generation which has become reconciled 
to, and allows for, the debasement of all 
artistic currency. They need not blind 
one to the wit and skill with which Mr. 
Simon Fleet and the Museum staff have 
arranged the exhibition. Clothes for golf, 
the opera, garden-parties, motoring and 
so on are displayed in a ‘sketched’ and 
allusive décor, and the half-dozen changes 
appropriate to a normal day. These com- 
prise some 22 complete outfits, and are 
supplemented by accessories, with photo- 
graphs, bill-heads and other documenta- 
tion completing the mise-en-scéne for an 
epoch visibly drawing to a dramatic close. 

However sociologists may deplore the 
limitation of its privileges to the few, the 
progressively ‘ higher standards of living’ 
of the many have so far failed consis- 
tently to produce a comparable elegance. 


Sanitary Appliances for Hospitals 

The continuity as well as the cosiness 
of a family concern must be a consider- 
able business asset. Unnecessarily to give 


it its full title, that of Messrs. W. N. 
Froy and Sons Ltd. is remarkable in that 
a firm which celebrated its centenary in 
1950 has had only three ‘ governors,’ and 
that in the direct line of descent. My 
own regard is admittedly tinged by 
memories of a large, kind man with a 
large keen knife, who gravely and meticu- 
lously cut lead strips for model boat- 
keels to the specification of a very small 
boy as long ago, I suppose, as the rebuild- 
ing after the fire of 1909 of the King- 
street, Hammersmith, premises. But I 
think that readiness to cater for special 
requirements, and a consistently sound 
design policy, have been increasingly 
appreciated by architects and builders. 
This gave particular interest to Froy’s 
recent exhibition at the Building Centre 
of sanitary appliances for hospitals. Apart 
from intensely practical considerations— 
one cannot be slap-happy about slop- 
hoppers—no philistine can complain if 
the result ‘ looks like a hospital.’ 

The medical and nursing professions 
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have an enviable way of getting the equip 
ment they want: but in this case they are 
ably abetted, and though one used to 
believe that precise functional require- 
ments produce good appearance, a good 
deal obviously lies between the cup and 
lip of specification and production. This, 
under an apparently empirical design 
policy using both staff and free-lance 
designers, has produced things like the 
‘Lynx’ we cistern, and the ‘ Apollo,’ 
*‘ Ajax’ and ‘ Athene’ lavatory basins, not 
only sensible but of an almost sculptural 
quality quite up to Gio Ponti standards. 
They have influenced, if not led, design 
in the domestic market though primarily. 
I believe, evolved for _ institutional 
requirements. 

This is largely because Froys have 
declined to be diverted by, for instance, 
the jazzy angularities of the 30s or the 
injudicious use of colour in appliances 
that are meant to be sanitary—and to 
look it. I was interested to learn, by the 
way, that the firm now sell a thousand 
bidets here where in the 30s they sold 
a bare dozen. This should at least help 
us to welcome Continental visitors with 
more confidence!

Mr. Brooke Seeks Local Authorities’ Views 


HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has consulted 
local authorities and certain statutory 
undertakers mainly affected by the 
Government’s proposal to establish a New 
Town at Skelmersdale. He is required to 
do this as a preliminary step by the terms 
of section 1(1) of the New Towns Act. 
1946. 

The consultation has taken the form 
of a letter in which the Minister reviews 
the need for very develop- 
ment to meet Liverpool’s problem. He 
points out that the City of Liverpool 
alone contains over 80,000 slum or near 
slum houses, and that densities in the city 
are such that many thousands of people 
will have to be rehoused elsewhere. Other 
authorities in North Merseyside also have 
an overspill problem. The Minister 
reminds authorities of the need to 
restrict development on the edge of the 
built-up area, and acknowledges the great 
amount of work that has been put into 
town development schemes to cater for 
Liverpool overspill. Nonetheless, the 
scale and the urgency of the problem are 
such that he has decided to pursue a pro- 
posal, first put forward some years ago 
by Lancashire County Council, for a 
Government New Town. 

He has sent local authorities a map 
showing the area he has provisionally in

New Brickworks Opened by Minister 


High Output Expected from Modern Methods 


LORD JOHN HOPE, MP, the Minister of 
Works, speaking at the opening of 
Kibblesworth Brick Factory, Co. Durham, 
on October 13, said that people some- 
times approached him and complained 
that they had difficulty in getting all the 
bricks they needed, but he did not forget 
to remind them that the production and 
deliveries of bricks had been running at 
record levels this year. 

‘Up to the end of August production 
was 4,819 m. and deliveries were 4,839 
m.,’ the Minister declared. ‘ Both these 
figures are post-war records. Now the 
north-east of England is an area which 
has been an importer of bricks for many 
years. The opening of a new brickworks 
in the north-east which will produce 
450,000 bricks a week is therefore a red 
letter day for a Minister of Works.’ 

Continuing, Lord John Hope said that 
the output of the building industry, which 
had been running at record levels, seemed 
unlikely to decline in the next 18 months. 
‘Indeed, the problem about which I am 
most concerned is the danger of over- 
loading. The industry’s output in the 
second quarter of 1960 (the last period for 
which figures are available) was 646 m. 
This was a post-war record and all the 
signs are that the output will continue to 
rise as fast as the capacity of the industry 
will allow. The only limitation I can see 
upcn the market for bricks in the coming 


year is the capacity of the building indus- 
try to lay them.’ 

This new brickworks, he said, was 
technically of a very advanced design, and 
was expected to have an output of bricks 
per operative employed of 4,500 a month 
against a national average of a little under 
2,000. Not only this but the working 
conditions were cleaner and the work less 
tiring. In our present economic situation 
it was a case of * progress or die’ and one 
of the things that progress meant was 
designing machinery which would save 
the necessity for dirty or unpleasant 
manual work. He said this with feeling 
because the problem which had worried 
him most in recent months in connection 
with brick supplies was the shortage of 
labour for brick making. 

‘There are some cases in which tech 
nical progress is not possible for one 
industry working by itself—-co-operation 
is necessary,’ the Minister added. ‘ There 
are two examples of this in which I am 
particularly interested. One is the pack- 
aging of bricks. This is only possible 
where a method of packaging satisfactory 
both to the brick maker and the builder 
is adopted, and both are equipped to 
handle packaged bricks so that the pack- 
age can travel unbroken from the kiln 
to the bricklayer’s hand. I know that 
many builders and many brick makers are 
studying this problem and I hope they will

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amenities in accordance with modern 


standards. 

When replies to the Minister’s letter 
have been received. he will decide 
whether and in what form to proceed 
with the scheme. The next step would be 
the drafting of a designation order. This 
would be widely advertised, and an 
opportunity would be given to anyone 
affected to object to it. If objections were 
received, the Minister would hold a 
public local inquiry. 
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continue to do so energetically. 

‘The other technical development in 
which I am interested is the perforated 
brick. What we have here, I think, is a 
vicious circle. Brick makers are naturally 
reluctant to make _ perforated bricks, 
which might require the installation of 
comparatively expensive machinery, until 
they can see a market for them. Archi 
tects, on the other hand, are reluctant to 
specify them until they know they are 
available in sufficient quantities and of 
good quality. Nevertheless a few perfor- 
ated bricks are in production, and I hope 
that architects and brick makers will find 
ways of co-operating with one another 
and with the builders to press forward 
this development which I am convinced 
will show great economies over tradi- 
tional cavity walling.’ 

In conclusion he wished the Crossley 
Company, by whose enterprise the brick- 
works had been built, a successful and 
prosperous future.

London Master Builders Association 


President's Suggestion for ‘Get Together’ of Architects, Surveyors and 
Builders 


MR. E. J. COOK, President of the LMBA, 
speaking at a luncheon at Kensington of 
Central Area No. 1 on October 12, re- 
minded his audience that he had recently 
said that perhaps the national bodies of 
the architects, surveyors and builders 
might get together to table their fears, 
problems and criticisms in broad terms, 
when he gave a promise that the LMBA 
would be prepared to play its part in such 
a meeting under the umbrella of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. 

‘I would today like to develop these 
thoughts a little further,’ Mr. Cook con- 
tinued, ‘ by stating what I think are some 
of the fears which the participants to such 
a conference might express. The architect 
would express concern at his ultimate 
survival in private practice as a result of 
the greatly increased architectural staffs 
employed by local authorities and others. 
He would probably be concerned about 
the continuity of work available and at 
the trend of some larger building firms to 
employ their own design staffs. 

‘The quantity surveyor might also be 
afraid of his gradual removal from private 
practice as a result of greater employ- 
ment by local authorities; he might be 
concerned at the number of projects now 
being carried out without bills of quan- 


tities and he might wonder whether the 
builder wishes to see the employment of 
bills of quantities gradually eliminated. 
He might say that he is making his ser- 
vice more attractive by the employment 
of “ cost control.” 

‘The builder would be worried about 
the difficulty of maintaining a reasonable 
constancy of work load, he would also 
be worried at the low level of tenders and, 
like his colleagues, would be afraid of the 
increasing threat of direct labour. He 
might also wonder at the increased ten- 
dency of the architect and quantity sur- 
veyor to protect the client at the expense 
of the fair treatment of the builder.’ 


Educational Problems 

Mr. Cook went on to sav that another 
difficulty with which those in these three 
spheres of activity were trying to cope 
was the watertight education of their 
staffs. Much could be achieved in better 
understanding if the architect and the 
quantity surveyor were required to 
include in their training a period of prac- 
tical experience with a contractor, and 
likewise much benefit would accrue if 
building management trainees spent a 
period of service with an architect and a 
quantity surveyor.

SPEAKING IN LONDON on October 13 at a 
dinner to launch the 10th Electrical 
Engineers’ Exhibition, SIR ERIC HARRISON, 
the High Commissioner for Australia. 
told the large number of electrical engi- 
neers, manufacturers and exhibitors pre- 
sent of the dangers of exceeding delivery 
dates, and of the increasingly serious 
problems it was causing Australian de- 
velopment. Many schemes were being 
held up in Australia because of British 
manufacturers’ apathy towards keeping 
delivery dates. He warned them of com- 
petition from the, Continent. European 
countries were not only delivering goods 
in time, but were, in many instances, 
months ahead. He cited the £400m. 
Snowy Mountains hydro-electric project 
as one such case where manufacturers 
had overstepped their delivery deadline; 
the project was being seriously jeopar- 
dised by late delivery of main power 
generating plant and equipment. 

‘In one instance the delay on the pro- 
ject was as much as 18 months,’ said Sir 
Eric, ‘we don’t want the project to be 
held up because of delay in the supply of 
ordered equipment. 

* Tenders are being invited for the main 
power plant for the next major power 
station of 760 kilowatt capacity,’ he 
added. ‘I therefore submit that British 
manufacturers must demonstrate the 
practicability of achieving dates of de- 
livery, if they wish to obtain these 


contracts 


Sir Eric then asked why it was that 
British civil engineering firms did not 
tender more often for large contracts 
abroad, especially in Australia. ‘What we 
in Australia cannot understand is the 
failure of your civil engineers to tender 
for contracts running into millions of 
pounds. In a recent contract there was 
only one British tender received. The 
contract eventually went to the United 
States and the Continent. Tenders from 
Britain would be an encouraging sign 
that you are at least interested in our 
development,’ he said. ‘ It is rather strange 
that we have to plead for your interest in 
the development of this great Common- 
wealth country.’ 


Concluding, he urged the training of 
more scientists and electrical engineers 
in the Western Hemisphere, and particu- 
larly in Britain, if we were to catch up 
with Russia. ‘ This is one race we cannot 
afford to lose,’ said Sir Eric. 


Another speaker, MR. R. F. MATHIESON, 
AIEE, spoke of the need in Great Britain 
for a new and better exhibition hall. 
None of the existing halls, according to 
Mr. Mathieson, was up to international 
standard. A new hal! was a ‘ must’ for 
this country, and this was a problem 
which needed Government attention. 

The exhibition will be held at Earls 
Court, London, from March 21-25, and 
is sponsored by the Association of Super- 
vising Electrical Engineers. 
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strange that our fears of the threat of 
local authority and other direct labour 
activities arise during a period of govern- 
ment by a party which has expressed its 
support for private enterprise? When one 
considers that at the present time around 
a quarter of the labour employed in the 
construction industry is in the employ of 
direct labour departments, are we not 
entitled to question whether the govern- 
ment of today is really supporting private 
enterprise—one of the strongest timbers 
in its election platform? ’ 

The President added that there was 
much talk of leadership in the building 
team. Leaders emerged naturally from 
any group rather as oil rises in water and 
generally as unobtrusively. ‘We must 
accept that in these days of rapid pro- 
gress and development. Leadership must 
be by example—not by inheritance. 

‘There are many signs that organisa- 
tions are restlessly pursuing the discovery 
of a system which would eliminate many 
of the weaknesses that exist today. They 
are evidently prepared to set out and go it 
alone unless, by facing up to the basic 
fears and subsequently to the detailed 
problems and criticisms that exist, we are 
going to ensure that common sense will 
be allowed to prevail in these vital rela- 
tionships.’ 


Official Notification 
Fire Fighting in Factories 


OWNERS AND OCCUPIERS of more than 
220.000 factories in Great Britain subject 
to the Factories Acts will have to provide 
adequate fire fighting equipment from 
December 1, next. This is one effect of 
an Order*, made by Mr. John Hare, 
Minister of Labour, and published on 
October 11, bringing the fire provisions of 
the Factories Act, 1959 into operation on 
that day. 

The Order will also bring into force a 
provision requiring fire alarms to be in- 
stalled in about 10,000 more factories 
than are at present required to have them, 
and for the testing and examination of 
these alarms periodically—normally at 
least once every three months. 

Other important provisions of the Act 
which will become effective are those 
transferring from district councils to 
fire authorities the duty of ensuring that 
certain factories have adequate means of 
escape, and empowering fire brigade 
officers to enter factories when authorised 
by a factory inspector, for the purpose of 
assisting the inspector on fire matters, 
and enabling the Minister of Labour to 
make regulations about fire prevention 
and fire fighting.

WHAT TO SEE IN A COUNTRY CHURCH. By 
Lawrence E. Jones. (London: Phoenix 
House Ltd.) Price 10s. 6d. 

IT IS PROBABLY true to say that the word 
‘architecture’ conjures up in the minds 
of most laymen buildings of a bygone era; 
great country houses, impressive munici- 
pal monuments, medieval castles, cathe- 
drals, and above all, country churches. 
Even the most philistine among us, and 
more especially if we dwell in large towns 
and cities, will find much of enjoyment in 
the churches that abound in the English 
countryside. England possesses some of 
the most beautiful examples of this form 
of ecclesiastical architecture: much has 
been written about it and, indeed, in 
most parish churches one can purchase 
descriptive brochures. 

The English church is its finest art gal- 
lery and in this very inexpensive guide to 
country churches the author has pro- 
duced what may be described as a study 
tour of some 140 of them with, admirably, 
a minimum of explanatory text. Some 
cathedrals are included 

It is essentially a pictorial guide and 
in answer to the question, ‘ What to See 
in a Country Church,’ Mr. Jones 
approaches first the overall visual aspect, 
the structure and the style of architecture 
which suggests its history and acts as a 
pointer to local characteristics. This 
accomplished there follows a description 
of detail, windows, porches and doors, 
spires and towers, tracery and sculptural 
ornament. The author then takes us 
inside to reveal the roofs, tie-beam, arch- 
bracer, hammer-beam, barrel-vault and 
the lovely and intricate fan tracery of the 
Perpendicular. He shows us religious 
and secular statuary, altar screens and 
reredos, fonts, pulpits and lecterns (the 
most hideous of all church ornaments), 
carved benches, and wall paintings. The 
volume is lavishly illustrated with half- 
tones and colour plates which alone are 
a joy to browse through. 

There is something tremendously 
impressive about an English country 
church and one of the loveliest features 
is the predominance of the open timber 
roof, of which the late Talbot Hamlin, the 
American’ architectural critic, once 
wrote: the combination of the 
naked, all apparent strength of the sup- 
ports with the richness of light and 
shade of their criss-crossing, complex yet 
systematic, in the shadows above, is well 
nigh irresistible.” Such experiences can 
be tasted in generous measure in English 
churches and it is pleasing to note that 
this aspect is well covered by Mr. Jones, 
who illustrates one of the most beautiful 
examples of double hammer-beam of the 
15th century, that at Woolpit church in 
Suffolk. 


Thorough first hand enjoyment of 


church art requires effort and time, but _ 


if one is prepared to make the effort and 
spare the time the result is infinitely 
worthwhile. Lawrence Jones provides the 


background, the traveller must do the 
rest. 

The value of this book would have 
been greatly enhanced by the addition of 
an index for quick reference to the text 
and pictures. A map, which purports to 
give the location of churches described 
with numerical reference to the text, is 
totally inadequate unless one is above 
average at geography. This suggestion 
might be considered for future editions, 
which it is hoped will be forthcoming.

VOLUME UPON VOLUME has been written 
on the subject of decorating and the many 
aspects of that most abused and fascinat- 
ing art. These range from the factual, 
practical, matter-of-fact, do-it-yourself, 
to the glossy highly qualified and com- 
petent kind. Very few are as comprehen- 
sive as this one, complete in technical 
detail and illustrated with a profusion of 
drawings, diagrams, photographs and 
tables. 

Mr. Wilson is a professional who served 
a practical apprenticeship in painting and 
decorating and has now graduated to uni- 
versity lecturer and designer. He has 
written for the present and future pro 
fessional members of the decorating and 
furnishing trades, and the result is a mix- 
ture of the good taste of the successful 
designer and the practical experience and 
guile of the humble house-painter or 
wallpaper-hanger. 

This excellent textbook and work of 
reference covers the principles and plan- 
ning of decoration with particular refer- 
ence to preparation, choice of scheme, 
colour, type of paint and wallpaper. It 
deals in detail with wall and ceiling 
materials, glass, flooring, furniture, tex- 
tiles and lighting. There is no theorising 
or useless impractical suggestion: the 
author deals with procedure and practice 
with a completeness and a dexterity that 
are refreshing. This book is not for the 
do-it-yourself addict, it is professional 
advice to professionals. 


QUANTITIES AND ESTIMATING FOR BUILDING 
TECHNICIANS. By John F. L. D'Este. 
Part IV, Plumbing. (London: E. & 
F. N. Spon Ltd.) Price 15s. net. 

THE PREPARATION of bills of quantities and 

the making of estimates are essential 

functions in building and the importance 
of their accuracy and of their realistic 
interpretation of the architect’s design 
cannot be overestimated. Accurate and 
realistic estimates provide security for 
owner, architect and contractor alike. 

Apart from thorough knowledge of esti- 

mating procedure, it is also essential to 

possess or be able to refer to detailed 
information about materials, labour and 

techniques of each craft or trade. A 

series of textbooks on quantity measure- 

ment and estimating procedure individu- 
ally related to a particular craft or trade

is therefore an invaluable addition to the 

multitudes of technical information avail- 

able. 

This volume is the fourth in a series 
by Mr. D’Este and deals specifically with 
plumbing. In it the author provides a 
broad review of all aspects of construc- 
tion related to this trade as well as 
detailed reference to labour and other 
matters not dealt with in ordinary build- 
ing construction textbooks. Aside from 
its obvious value to the technician and 
the professional man, it also enables the 
student to study in detail items of work 
directly concerned with the branch in 
which he hopes to, or is already special- 
ising. As the author points out, the 
syllabuses for examinations in craft sub- 
jects held by the City and Guilds of Lon- 
don Institute includes measurement of 
items related to the trade which may be 
far removed from those dealt with in a 
general book of quantities. 

Such an approach helps towards full 
understanding of the Standard Method of 
Measurement, although the present 
volume falls somewhat short of the mark 
because it does not cover the entire scope 
of each trade. Aspects relative to costing 
and valuation are, however, included, and 
a section on facts governing the material 
and labour values to be applied is excel- 
lent. A useful list of abbreviations is 
given in an appendix and the volume is 
adequately indexed. 

HUTCHINS’ PRICED SCHEDULES (16TH 
EDITION). Compiled by Thos. V. 
Hutchins. (London: G. H. Lake & Co. 
Ltd.) Price 70s. 

THERE IS very little more to say 
Thos. Hutchins’ Priced Schedules that 
hasn't already been said. It has become 
a ‘must’ for estimators and others con- 
cerned with this aspect of building 
administration. The 16th edition has 
been issued in the now familiar black 
bound cover. In his Foreword, the com- 
piler says that annual sales are ‘ very 
gratifying,’ and as such are a tribute to 
the usefulness of these documents. He 
ilso mentions, an interesting point this, 
the standard of living and its reflection 
on increased amenities and labour-saving 
installations in houses, saying that these 
‘will gradually oust from its pedestal the 
deity of Cost which has hitherto been 
not only the prime consideration but the 
all-powerful factor.’ Reading this, and 
other things, in Mr. Hutchins’ Foreword, 
one is apt to be infected by the optimism 
which he has for the building industry's 
future. 

The book itself varies little from pre- 
vious editions: divided into nine sections, 
it deals with everything from brick- 
laying and plastering to public works. 
Some unit prices, however, have not been 
altered from the previous edition. This 
is due to such factors as improved or 
modified tools, or execution technique, 
better skill, speed, and (in a few cases) 
slightly decreased cost of material.

The first reactor 
will be ready for the winter of 1962/63 
and the second for the autumn of 1963 


Since work restarted in January pro 
duction has been maintained; inside the 
first reactor structure, for example, the 
assembly of the 3 in. thick, 70 ft. diameter 
pressure vessel is complete, all courses 
having been placed and welded together, 
with the core support grid and inner heat 
shield located inside the vessel. The 
vessel is now being prepared for stress- 
relief. The supporting skirt of the second 
reactor pressure vessel has been fabri- 
cated ‘ in situ’ inside the biological shield 
and the combined bottom head and sup 
port course and No. 2 course have been 
lifted into position. 


Elsewhere on the site, fabrication and 
assembly of the steam-raising units has 
been going ahead; several of the 210-ton 
vessels having been stress-relieved and 
hydraulically tested are now in the final 
stages of construction, which includes 
nuclear clean conditioning. The first 
steam-raising unit associated with the 
first reactor was lifted on to its plinth on 
September 15.

On the north and south of the 
now-completed concrete biological shield 
the adjoining reactor building and exit 
building are being constructed.

On the 
other two faces of the biological shield 
the eight concrete plinths and their con 
necting floors are ready for the steam 
raising units, one of which is already in 
position.

Much of the concrete structure upon 
which the tracks of the service machine 
will be mounted has been built. The 450 
ton machine will be situated at the 178 ft. 
6 in. level, above the biological-shield 
roof of the reactor, and will have longi- 
tudinal and cross-traverse facilities. 

Closing in of the reactor structure 
with precast concrete units which form 
the soffit of the roof biological shield has 
begun. Six inverted double-webbed T 
beams are being used for this purpose: 
they span the aperture, being supported 
at each end on a 308-ton member.

Copper Tube Failures 


Steps to Prevent Occurrence in New Pipes 


THE RECENT REPORT of failures of copper 
domestic water tubes in the Boreham 
Wood and Elstree areas has received pub- 
licity in both the national and the local 
Press. These failures (says the Copper 
Development Association), which took 
the form of pitting corrosion, causing 
pinholes, began to appear some years ago, 
and an intensive programme of research 
was immediately started, being carried 
out by the British Non-Ferrous Metals 
Research Association, together with 
widespread investigations by the Copper 
Development Association, and the lead- 
ing tube makers. 

While the failures have reached serious 
proportions in certain localities, the num 
bers, considered over the country as a 
whole, are small in relation to the vast 
quantity of tubes which have been 
installed. It is calculated that the annual 
installation in the country of copper tubes 
for domestic purposes amounts to some 
200m. ft. 

It has been established that failures 
only occur in certain waters, districts 
supplied with other types of water being 
immune. It has also been shown that 
freedom from attack can be assured in all 
areas providing the bores of the tubes are 
free from any trace of oxide or carbon 
film. The concerted efforts of all con- 
cerned have enabled techniques of manu- 
facture to be devised that ensure freedom 
from these deleterious films. 

As soon as this had become clear. the 
following manufacturers, Thomas Bolton 
and Sons, Ltd., The Wednesbury Tube 


Co., Ltd., and Yorkshire Imperial Metals, 
Ltd., took the most urgent steps possible 
to install the necessary equipment to treat 
all their tubes in such a way as to ensure 
that tubes supplied by them would be 
free from the films which are an essential 
contributing factor to the corrosion. As 
a result they have, in fact, so treated all 
the tubes manufactured by them for 
many months past, and are in a position 
to give an unqualified assurance that 
copper tubes bearing their name or iden 
tification mark engraved at regular inter 
vals along the length of the tube, as 
specified by BS 659 and BS 1386, will now 
fully meet these requirements and thus 
will be free from attack. 

There will still be some copper water 
tubes in use made before these facts were 
discovered. The above-named firms are 
prepared to replace free of charge any 
tubes bearing their identification marks 
which fail in service due to pitting corro- 
sion. 

Other manufacturers in the country are 
actively engaged in equipping themselves 
to meet fully the same stringent require- 
ments regarding freedom from internal 
film, and it is anticipated that in the very 
near future all the tubes manufactured 
in this country will result in trouble-free 
installations. 

Users therefore, adds the CDA, need 
no longer fear that they might be com- 
pelled to forego the many definite advan 
tages of copper domestic water service 
tubes because of the risk of this type of 
failure. 


Clay Products Design 
Architect Appointed 


\ CLOSER RELATIONSHIP between the brick 
industry and the building trade is fore- 
shadowed by the recent appointment of 
Mr. D. Foster, ARIBA, as manager of the 
Clay Products Technical Bureau. The 
Bureau itself is not a new creation—it 
was first established before the war as an 
outlet for the clay industries’ publicity, 
but in its revived form it has been 
broadened considerably. Initially it will 
provide an information centre where users 
of clay products can take their technical 
queries and obtain advice on such things 
as colour, durability and the best usage 
of their materials. 

The next stage, Mr. Foster told a repre- 
sentative of ‘The Builder,’ will be to 
develop user research, a field in which, up 
to now, the clay industry has lagged 
behind other large organisations, particu- 
larly in promoting new forms of building 
construction. As there are well equipped 
laboratories at both the British Ceramic 
Research Association and the Building 
Research Station, where extensive work is 
already done for the industry, there is 
little doubt that a great deal more user 
research could be undertaken once the 
initial contacts have been made. 

As the man who will probably have to 
make these contacts, Mr. Foster is well 
equipped. For the past seven years he 


has worked at the Building Research 
Station where, with Mr. B. Butterworth, 
he has been responsible for the develop- 
ment of the V-brick, a perforated through 
the-wall unit which is probably the most 
revolutionary clay product to be intro- 
duced in this country since the war, and 
which directly arose from the discussion 
on the papers by Mr. W. A. Allen and 
Mr. Edward Mills at the British Archi 
tects’ Conference at Torauay in 1954. 
Before going to the BRS Mr. Foster had 
qualified as an architect in 1950 and 
was associated with Mr. S. W. Milburn, 
FRIBA, in the planning of the Design and 
Research building in Newcastle for C. A. 
Parsons which won the Northern Archi- 
tectural Association’s bronze medal. In 
his new sphere, this experience should be 
invaluable.

The asso- 
ciated culverts and tunnels on the intake 
side of the circulating water system have 
been completed. On the outfall side, 
some 600 yd. further up the coast, the 
tunnels have been driven and are now 
being lined. 


Reactor A 


On the north and south sides of the 
now-completed concrete biological shield 
the adjoining reactor building and exit 
building are being constructed. The steel 
frames for both buildings were finished 
some time ago, and much progress has 
been made with the intermediate floors, 
brickwork, stairs and lift shafts. On the 
other two faces of the biological shield 
the eight concrete plinths and their con- 
necting floors are ready for the steam 
raising units, one of which is already in 
position. All the seal oil pumps, tanks 
and coolers have been installed at the 
various levels in the reactor structure. 

Much of the concrete structure upon 
which the tracks of the service machine 
will be mounted has been built. The 450 
ton machine will be situated at the 178 ft. 
6 in. level, above the biological-shield 
roof of the reactor, and will have longi 
tudinal and cross-traverse facilities. 

Closing in of the reactor structure 
with precast concrete units which form 
the soffit of the roof biological shield has 
begun. Six inverted double-webbed T 
beams are being used for this purpose; 
they span the aperture, being supported 
at each end on a 308-ton member. 


Reactor B 

Since the concreting of the 9 ft. thick 
biological shield has reached an ad 
vanced state of completion, work has pro- 
ceeded on the fitting of the platework on 
the skirt and on the inner 
face of the walls of the _ biological 
shield Work on the pressure vessel 
associated with this reactor is being 
carried out under cover on the special 
prefabrication area adjacent to the struc 
ture. The outer skirt has been fabricated 
‘in situ’ in the reactor vault, while the 
combined bottom head and _= support 
course was fabricated outside and lifted 
Into position. 

The administration building sited to the 
east of the turbine hall has now been 
occupied by the staff of the South of 
Scotland Electricity Board, and the ad 
joining welfare building is ready for 
occupation. The nearby uranium and 
graphite store is very nearly complete.

General Electric Co. Ltd. (main contrac- 
tor); Simon-Carves Ltd.; Motherwell 
Bridge & Engineering Co. Ltd.; and Mow- 
lem (Scotland) Ltd. The consulting archi- 
tects are Messrs. Howard V. Lobb and 
John Ratcliff, FF/RIBA.

Copper Tube Failures 


Steps to Prevent Occurrence in New Pipes 


THE RECENT REPORT of failures of copper 
domestic water tubes in the Boreham 
Wood and Elstree areas has received pub- 
licity in both the national and the local 
Press. These failures (says the Copper 
Development Association), which took 
the form of pitting corrosion, causing 
pinholes, began to appear some years ago, 
and an intensive programme of research 
was immediately started, being carried 
out by the British Non-Ferrous Metals 
Research Association, together with 
widespread investigations by the Copper 
Development Association, and the lead- 
ing tube makers. 

While the failures have reached serious 
proportions in certain localities, the num- 
bers, considered over the country as a 
whole, are small in relation to the vast 
quantity of tubes which have been 
installed. It is calculated that the annual 
installation in the country of copper tubes 
for domestic purposes amounts to some 
200m. ft. 

It has been established that failures 
only occur in certain waters, districts 
supplied with other types of water being 
immune. It has also been shown that 
freedom from attack can be assured in all 
areas providing the bores of the tubes are 
free from any trace of oxide or carbon 
film. The concerted efforts of all con- 
cerned have enabled techniques of manu- 
facture to be devised that ensure freedom 
from these deleterious films. 

As soon as this had become clear. the 
following manufacturers, Thomas Bolton 
and Sons. Ltd., The Wednesbury Tube 


Co., Ltd., and Yorkshire Imperial Metals, 
Ltd., took the most urgent steps possible 
to install the necessary equipment to treat 
all their tubes in such a way as to ensure 
that tubes supplied by them would be 
free from the films which are an essential 
contributing factor to the corrosion. As 
a result they have, in fact, so treated all 
the tubes manufactured by them for 
many months past, and are in a position 
to give an unqualified assurance that 
copper tubes bearing their name or iden- 
tification mark engraved at regular inter- 
vals along the length of the tube, as 
specified by BS 659 and BS 1386, will now 
fully meet these requirements and thus 
will be free from attack. 

There will still be some copper water 
tubes in use made before these facts were 
discovered. The above-named firms are 
prepared to replace free of charge any 
tubes bearing their identification marks 
which fail in service due to pitting corro- 
sion. 

Other manufacturers in the country are 
actively engaged in equipping themselves 
to meet fully the same stringent require- 
ments regarding freedom from internal 
film, and it is anticipated that in the very 
near future all the tubes marufactured 
in this country will result in trouble-free 
installations. 

Users therefore, adds the CDA, need 
no longer fear that they might be com- 
pelled to forego the many definite advan- 
tages of copper domestic water service 
tubes because of the risk of this type of 
failure. 


Clay Products Design 
Architect Appointed 


A CLOSER RELATIONSHIP between the brick 
industry and the building trade is fore- 
shadowed by the recent appointment of 
Mr. D. Foster. ARIBA, as manager of the 
Clay Products Technical Bureau. The 
Bureau itself is not a new creation—it 
was first established before the war as an 
outlet for the clay industries’ publicity, 
but in its revived form it has been 
broadened considerably. Initially it will 
provide an information centre where users 
of clay products can take their technical 
queries and obtain advice on such things 
as colour, durability and the best usage 
of their materials. 

The next stage, Mr. Foster told a repre- 
sentative of ‘The Builder,’ will be to 
develop user research, a field in which, up 
to now, the clay industry has lagged 
behind other large organisations, particu- 
larly in promoting new forms of building 
construction. As there are well equipped 
laboratories at both the British Ceramic 
Research Association and the Building 
Research Station, where extensive work is 
already done for the industry, there is 
little doubt that a great deal more user 
research could be undertaken once the 
initial contacts have been made. 

As the man who will probably have to 
make these contacts, Mr. Foster is well 
equipped. For the past seven years he 


has worked at the Building Research 
Station where, with Mr. B. Butterworth, 
he has been responsible for the develop- 
ment of the V-brick, a perforated through 
the-wall unit which is probably the most 
revolutionary clay product to be intro- 
duced in this country since the war, and 
which directly arose from the discussion 
on the papers by Mr. W. A. Allen and 
Mr. Edward Mills at the British Archi 
tects’ Conference at Torquay in 1954. 
Before going to the BRS Mr. Foster had 
qualified as an architect in 1950 and 
was associated with Mr. S. W. Milburn, 
FRIBA, in the planning of the Design and 
Research building in Newcastle for C. A. 
Parsons which won the Northern Archi- 
tectural Association’s bronze medal. In 
his new sphere, this experience should be 
invaluable.

Design in the Library 
A Useful Booklet 


THE PAPERS read at the week-end con 
ference of the London and Home Coun 
ties Branch of the Library Association, 
held at Margate from April 29 to May 1 
this year, have now been published in 
booklet form under the editorship of Mr. 
K. M. Newbury, FIA, chief librarian 
Coulsdon and Purley (The Library Asso- 
ciation, Central Library, Penge, price 6s.). 
Two papers of special interest to archi- 
tects are included—— Heating and Light- 
ing, Furniture and Equipment,’ by 
Edward J. Mold, AADipl, ARIBA, MSIA, 
of Messrs. Scott. Brownrigg and Turner, 
and * Presentation of Material,’ by David 
Rock, BArch, ARIBA, of Messrs. Gren- 
fell Baines and Hargreaves. 

In his introductory remarks MR. MOLD 
rejects the idea that ‘ libraries should be 
the Cinderella of building, outwardly 
clothed in rags yet inwardly richly 
clothed with books for which the build- 
ing is itself no more than a shell to keep 
the weather out. A library should be 
inviting and state with conviction that 
reading is a pleasure.’ 

He proceeds to discuss the different 
forms of heating and their advantages and 
disadvantages, and particularly com 
mends floor-warming or underfloor heat 
ing, which does not take away any wall 
space but that is available 
for more sensible With floor and 


releases all 
use. 


wall surfaces unobstructed, complete 
flexibility in the arrangement of storage 
equipment is possible. 

On the question of artificial lighting, 
Mr. Mold suggests that light fittings can 
now be effectively situated at ceiling 
level rather than just above the head for 
reading purposes, and he discusses the 
possibilities of luminous ceilings, and 
also the question of efficient daylighting. 
The concluding part of his paper offers 
some excellent advice on furnishing and 
equipment. 

MR. DAVID ROCK, in his paper on 
‘Presentation of Material,’ emphasises 
that the internal! design of a library is not 
simply a matter of designing a nice room 
or series of rooms and then thinking of 
filling them with some form of shelving. 
Atmosphere and character are vitally 
important. Generally he believes in going 
for simple surroundings and breadth of 
treatment, to try to achieve the feeling of 
leisure and restraint. 

Turning to details, the author proceeds 
to discuss shelves and shelving bays, the 
question of variety in appearance, flexi 
bility, space-saving, types of shelving, 
colour lighting, lettering, comfort, sound 
ind smell, other departments, and special 
displays. Generally, he concludes that a 
balance must be struck somewhere 
between the best of the modern book 


Companies and Ultra Vires 
Action Brought for Breach of Contract 


From a Legal Correspondent 


A CASI orf CONSIDERABLE interest to 
builders and contractors was recently 
decided and is reported as Anglo Over- 
seas Agencies Ltd. v Green. The plain- 
tiff company brought an action for 
damages against an architect and a firm 
of estate agents for conspiracy and breach 
of contract. The company, who stated 
in their statement of claim that they 
were property developers, said that the 
defendants were in breach of agreement 
in assisting them to obtain, from Merton 
and Morden Urban District Council, a 
building lease of a valuable site in a key 
position in the Morden shopping centre. 


In defending themselves the defendants 
took the initial point that the company 
were not property developers and were 
acting outside their powers (‘ ultra vires ’) 
having regard to the objects for which 
they were established. This led to 
examination of the Memorandum of 
Association and consideration of impor- 
tant legal cases namely Stephens v 
Mysore Reefs (Kangundy) Mining Co 
Ltd. and Cotman v Brougham 


The Act did not decide on the impor- 
tant question whether the earlier case 
was overruled by the latter. Mr. Justice 
Salmon found on the facts that although 
the principal objects of the company, as 
contained in Paragraphs A and B of clause 
3 of the Memorandum of Association, 


were as importers and exporters of a 
wide variety of goods, a subsequent pro 
vision of the section was sufficient to per- 
mit the company to carry on property 
development. This stated that: * The in- 
tention is that the objects specified in any 
paragraph of this clause shall, except 
where otherwise expressed in such para 
graph, be in nowise limited or restricted 
by reference to or inference from the 
terms of any other paragraph, or the 
name of the company.’ 

This clause had to be read in conjunc- 
tion with Paragraph E which reads as fol- 
lows: * To acquire any concession, 
contract, rights . . . and to perform and 
fulfil the terms and conditions thereof, 
and to carry the same into effect, operate 
thereunder, develop and turn to account, 
maintain and sell, dispose of and deal 
with the same.’ So far as the relation- 
ship between the two cases (supra) were 
concerned all he could say was that, ‘ Had 
it been the intention of the House of 
Lords to overrule the Stephens v Mysore 
Reefs case, it is strange that it did not 
expressly do so.’ 

The point of the case appears to be 
this. Companies which are carrying out 
development must be sure that the power 
to carry out development is contained in 
their Memorandum of Association and is 
sufficiently clear not to be questioned.

Now a tunnel over 8 ft. in 
diameter is to be driven 150 ft. below 
ground level between Staines and Han- 
worth, in Middlesex, so that the Kempton 
Park and Hampton works and also the 
filtration works at Ashford Common can 
be supplied with additional water from 
the Staines and Queen Mary reservoirs. 
The latest tunnelling techniques evolved 
by British civil engineers will be 
employed Edmund Nuttall, Sons and 
Co. (London), Ltd., who have been 
awarded the contract for this work, 
expect to complete over 300 ft. of finished 
tunnel per week so that the tunnel should 
be ready for use by the end of 1962. A 
mechanical digger shield of the latest

Socket 


Occupier or Builder Responsible for 
Fatal Accident? 
FOR FAILING to cover the conductor of 
an electrical socket outlet, Messrs. Y. J. 
Lovell and Son, Ltd., builders and con 
tractors, of the Bishopric, Horsham, were 
fined £25, with £4 costs, at Brighton 
Magistrates’ Court recently. 

The case arose out of the death of a 
52-year-old labourer employed by the 
firm while working at the Brighton 
Equitable Co-operative Society’s store in 
London-road, Brighton. He touched the 
socket and was killed. 

For the firm, Mr. D. J. Trenner claimed 
that the summons should have been 
brought against the Co-operative Society 
and not against the defendants. The 
latter were not the occupiers, said Mr.

Injunction to Prevent 
Damage to a Flat 
From a Legal Correspondent 


IN a recent application in the Chancery 
Division of the Vacation Court (‘ The 
Times,’ August 19) reported as Boynton 
v Helena Rubinstein Ltd. and Another, 
Mr. Justice Buckley granted the plaintiff 

the owner of a Knightsbridge flat—an 
injunction against a firm of building con 
tractors. The terms of the injunction 
restrained them from operating a hoist at 
premises 247-249 Knightsbridge except 
between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. and ordered 
that the engine must be turned off when 
the hoist was not in use and the brake 
mechanism so operated as to cause the 
reasonable minimum of noise and vibra 
tion. 

No order was made against the owner 
of the premises. The owners occupied the 
top floors of the premises and 
plaintiff occupied a ground floor 
flat The __ plaintiff complained of 
dust and_—_ dirt entering his flat 
which required a lot of cleaning and of 
the noise from the electric motor, which 
was audible when the windows were 
closed, and that building materials placed 
in the courtyard interfered with his use 
of it. 

The learned judge took the view that 
as only one complaint had been made to 
the foreman and that as the damage was 
done to the interior of the flat no furthe 
relief should be given in this connection, 
but as the builders were open to criticism 
in the use of the hoist an injunction 
would be granted with costs. 

In an action by another flat owner 
against the same defendants, Goldie v

News in Brief 


Housing and the Cost of Land 


A SPECIAL COMMITTEE is to be set up by 
Farnham (Surrey) Urban Council to 
report on the implications of the rising 
cost of land in relation to the housing 
waiting list, and the Council’s own land 
requirements for all types of development 
in the next five years. The Council is 
zlso to ask the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government to consider how the 
present land prices situation can be 
brought under control. 

Mr. L. C. Brookes, a Labour member, 
told the Council recently that 277 local 
families were in urgent need of housing, 
and there was an additional applicant 
almost every day. ‘ It is big business that 
is creating the shortage,’ he said. 
* Authentic local builders are being out- 
bid at auction sales of land. When the 
Minister of Housing releases some green 
belt land for development, will it be 
released to land speculators or to local 
government?’ 


High Land Prices at Leeds 


THE MANOR HOUSE ESTATE of 124 acres at 
Moor Allerton, North Leeds was sold by 
auction on October 11 for £59,000, an 
average of nearly £6,000 an acre of avail- 
able building land. The buyers were 
George Wimpey and Co. Ltd. The estate 
nas been released for private development 
by the Planning Committee of Leeds Cor 
poration. Planning permission has been 
given for blocks of flats up to 8 storeys 
high with a garage for each dwelling. 


A Dose of Epsom Salts 


IT IS BELIEVED that deposits of Epsom 
salts in the ground are undermining the 
foundations of St. Helier Hospital, Car- 
shalton, Surrey. 

The building, which suffered from the 
effects of bombing during the war, is 
being examined says the chairman, Mrs. 
M. Walkden, in her annual report, to 
ascertain the extent of the damage. Mrs. 
Walkden says that the salts have 
apparently set up a chemical reaction 
with the concrete which may finally 
destroy it. 

About £50,000 is to be spent on repair- 
ing the brickwork and the parapets. 


Margate Civic Centre 


PLANS for a multi-million pound scheme 
to include a new civic centre for Margate, 
will be placed before the Town Council 
at its mext meeting. It envisages the 
demolition and rebuilding of 30 acres of 
the town centre in the Cecil-square area. 
The first phase, which is scheduled for 
completion within six years, is to include 
a civic centre costing up to £4m. and 
containing a town hall, law courts, 
library, and offices. A complete new 
shopping centre is to be built, with a 
multi-storey garage, a drive-in bank, and 
a new ring road. 70 properties, including 
30 shops, 18 offices, two public houses 
and a number of boarding houses, are to 
be demolished.

AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND).—The State 
Government is to undertake a record 
school building programme entailing an 
outlay of £4m. It includes the provision 
of new high and primary schools, and 
extensions to existing buildings. Key 
projects comprise the £150,000 Towns- 
ville University Centre and the £4m. 
Teachers’ Training College at Kedron, 
Brisbane, both to open in 1961. ... A 16- 
storey block of home units costing £4m. 
will be built on the banks of the Brisbane 
River within $ mile of the Indooroopilly 
Tollbridge, Brisbane. It will contain 64 
units and be erected in a natural] bush and 
garden setting having a swimming pool, 
wharves and waterskiing facilities. The 
block is expected to be completed within 
a year, and is being constructed for the 
Phoenix Land and Investment Co. Pty. 
Ltd. 

CANADA (ALBERTA).—Construction of 
the new $7m. Waterton River Dam pro- 
ject is to commence immediately. Com- 
pletion is scheduled for 1964. . Con 
tracts have been let for the construction 
of the first 351 miles of the 1,404-mile 
natural pipeline from Alberta to 
California. Federated Pipe Lines 
Ltd. has awarded a $2m. contract for a 
36.5 mile loop to its Swan Hills-Edmon- 
ton pipeline 

CANADA (BRITISH COLUMBIA).—A $40m. 
construction programme has been an- 
nounced for the construction of pipelines 
in south-eastern BC. . . . The Provincial 
government has called for tenders for the 
erection of the steel superstructure for 
the new Kootenay River Bridge. ...A 
new bridge, with a centre span of 476 ft. 
and two side spans of 218 ft. each, is to 
be constructed over the Fraser River at 
Chimney Creek.

REGINALD 
BEVINS, MP, congratulated the contract- 
ing industries on their continued success 
in overseas markets. In the twelve months 
ended March, 1960, he said, British con- 
tractors carried out work overseas at the 
record figure of £124m. Projects com- 
pleted, or in the course of being carried 
through, included the Auckland Bridge, 
New Zealand, the Tema Harbour, Ghana, 
a large steelworks at Durgatur in India, 
the Furnas, a hydro-electric scheme in 
Brazil, and a deep water harbour in 
Barbados.

PROPOSALS CONTAINED in Glasgow's Quin 
quennial Review of the city’s develop 
ment plan for an effective green belt are 
totally inadequate, according to repre 
sentations made by Renfrew County 
Council to the Secretary of State for 
Scotland. 

In the objections submitted to the 
county council at their meeting in Paisley 
recently it was stated that the Glasgow 
Corporation proposals were a violation 
of the principles set out by the Depart 
ment of Health for Scotland. The coun 
cil claim that the proposals do not pro 
vide positively for the retention of effec- 
tive and adequate green belts, and accord 
ingly would have an adverse effect on the 
satisfactory planning of the Clyde Valley 
region. 


Six-Storey Academy for Annan 


DUMFRIESSHIRE County Council’s Educa 
tion Committee have decided to proceed 
with the erection of a new Academy at 
Annan. The proposals provide for the 
erection of a classroom block of six 
storeys on a new site and the replace 
ment of the existing buildings with new 
administrative, technical, and gymnasia 
blocks. 


Greenock Dock Construction 


THE FIRTH OF CLYDE DRY DOCK CO., a con- 
sortium of shipbuilding and engineering 
companies in the West of Scotland, have 
announced that work will begin in three 
months’ time on the construction of the 
graving dock, ship repair centre and 
tanker cleaning installations at. the Great 
Harbour, Greenock. Total cost will be 
£4,250,000, with the Government provid 
ing £2,850,000. Tenders will be issued 
shortly. The repair and tanker cleaning 
section will be launched initially and 
should be in use in two years’ time. The 
dock will be completed in 1964. 
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Paisley Piazza Plan Passed 


PAISLEY’S PLAN to bridge the River White 
Cart, and erect a shopping piazza with 50 
shops, a theatre, hotel, restaurant and 
other facilities at a cost of £2 million, has 
been given approval in principle by the 
Secretary of State for Scotland. The area 
covers the river between Gauze-street and 
the railway viaduct, giving a 190-yard 
stretch of water to be bridged. The east 
bank will be developed commercially and 
the west bank has already been zoned 
for commercial development. Under the 
plan the existing civic buildings, police 
headquarters, gaol and a theatre, will be 
demolished and the ground made avail- 
able for an ‘imaginative’ and modern 
shopping centre. Car parking facilities 
will be incorporated to allow shopping by 
car, in line with current trends. 


The work will be undertaken by a 
Glasgow development company, with 
which the Town Council has a * gentle- 
man’s agreement.’ In the light of the 
permission now granted, it is intended to 
have early meetings and to go ahead with 
the planning of the scheme. Work should 


start in 1961. 


Art Gallery Extensions, Glasgow 


PLANS FOR increasing the size of the 
Glasgow Art Gallery and Museum at 
Kelvingrove are being considered by 
Glasgow Corporation. Estimated to cost 
£14m., the extensions are claimed to be 
the biggest ever proposed for a municipal 
gallery in Britain and the first at Kelvin- 
grove since the gallery was opened’ in 
1902.
